HOUGHTON (Mich.) Jan. 3.—Ef- 
forts to end the strike of copper min- 
ers by conciliation failed tonight. 
John B. Densmore of the Department 
of Labor so announced after a final 
effort to bring the warring interests 
together. He did not hesitate to 
blame his failure upon the uncom-. 
promising attitude of the mine own- 
ers. 
Word of the failure of the negotia- 
tions spread rapidly through the dis- 
trict. In company eircles there was 
no surprise. Among union leaders 


there was manifest a strong Seating 
of indignation against the companies. 
THREATS. 

Every possible resource of the 
labor world is to be called on for 
further prosecution of the strike, it 
was announced. Virtually every local 
in the country will be asked to con- 
tribute, and leaders of experience in 
conducting strikes, are to be invited 
to aid the strikers. . 

THE ROCK. - 
The rock that split the negotiations 
and shattered hopes of peace was the 
questian of recognition of the union. 
“In a nutshell the question was 
whether the tnion men should go 
back to work with or without dis- 
crimination—the companies refused 
to do anything but discriminate 
against members of the union,”” Mr. 
Densmore said. 


“Tt means a struggle to the 
end,” said ©. N. Hilton, chi of 
counsel of the Western Federation 
of Miners. 


The employing interest suggested to 
Mr. Densmore that a secret vote of 
the men on strike, if properly safe- 
guarded, would show a majority of 
them in favor of returning to work 
outside the union fold. The federa- 
tion men declined to submit the case 
to such test. 

DENTON’S STATEMENT. 


“It was simply a case of asking us 
to burden ourselves with an organiza- 
tion whose history is one of violence,” 
said F. EB. Denton of the Copper Range 
Consolidated Campany. “The pro- 
posals that reached us were mere sub- 
terfuges, did not go to the merits of 
the question, and sought to force us 
to recognize indirectly an organiza- 
tion with which we will have nothing 
to do and have never treated. 

“As a matter of fact. we have al- 
ready settled this strike. e men 
now working for us are entitled to 
every possible consideration, and it 
would have been rank ingretitude for 
the companies to have promised them 
our protection and then asked them 
to labor alongside members of the 
Western Federation. There is no 
doubt that constant trouble would 
have -resuited with the men, with all 
softs of cases of violence and re- 
prisails. This was a condition which

“Then, too, anything less than elim-

REACHES TWO-BILLION MARK. 


Foreign Trade of New York for 

Last Year ‘Exceeds All Previous 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—<According to 
an advance report issued yesterday by 
the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
the total foreign trade of this port in 
1914°reached the $2,000,000,000 mark 
for the first time in its existence. The 
total value of its foreign trade for the 
year just past is $2,149,265,622, as 
against $1,915,644,233 in 1912, an in- 
crease of $223,621,389. This is 47.08 
per cent. of the value of the total for- 
eign commerce of the United States, 
given for 1913 as $4,644,157,797, or 
$468,364,722 more than last year. 

The percentages of gain in foreign 
commerce of all other American ports 
and of New York for 1913 are given 
as respectively 10.19 and 10.45, mak- 
ing an average of approximately 10.30 
per cent. for the United States.

At the same time the sea tore un- 
der the Octagon Hctel, which seemed 
doomed. Everything that could be 
moved was carried away. The whole 
front seemed to collapse. The hotel 
is valued at $150,000.

Prominent Angelenos Visit 
New Motor Ship. 


Revolutionizing easel Is Cén- 
ter. of Interest. 


Simplicity of Operation Ie 
Subject for Comment. 


the city yesterday were introduced to 
the mysteries of the Diesel engine, 
which is expected to revolutionize the 
industry, in which they are all more 
or less interested, as well as the ship- 
ping trade: The scene for the unfold- 
ing of thie little drama was the motor 
ship Siam on the placid waters of the 
outer Los Angeles Harbor. 

The host of the occasion was Capt. 
H. J. Hansen, who was assisted by 
Otto Jelistrup, San Francisco agent for 
the East Asiatic Company, Ltd., which 


owns the Siam, and F. F. Brown, man- 
ager of Parrott & Co. These men were 
ably aided in making the affair a suc- 
cess by Andrew Weir, R. Tilden Smith 
and Capt. John Barneson of the Cen- 
tral Petroleum Company, who, by vir- 
tue of their acquaintance with the new 
Diesel motor in its relation to the fu- 
ture of the shipping trade, did much 
toward explaining the significance of 
the motor to interested auditors. 
About 100 persons were in the party 
which left the Pacific Electrie sta- 
tion in private cars in the morning, 
They arrived at the outer harbor at 
about noon and were then taken out 
in the tug Warrior to the Siam, which 
lay moored near the breakwater. 
Following their arrival on board, 
the first hour or two was taken up 
with a general examination of the 
huge mechanism of the vessel. The 
comparative simplicity of its struc- 
ture and operation received special 


‘comment, as well as the general clean- 


liness of the equipment, as compared 
with that In a coal-burning ship. Dur- 
ing the progress of the inspection of 
the ship lunch Was also served in thé 
messroom ahd on the decks. 
PROPELLING WONDERS. 

After lunch the visitor® were al- 
lowed to enjoy themselves as théy 
would, roaming about the big ship 
and delving into the worders of the 
new propelling power. Then gradually a 
stir came over the crowd. It was time 
for the vessel to mové: From her 
depths came rumblings, which indi- 
cated that she was preparing to start. 

All rushed to the entrarice to the 
motor-room and crowded down the 
stairs toward the awakening monster 
of power. The rumbling increased 
and suddenly joining With this was 
audible the hiss of the air as it rushed 
into the cylinders. 

A quiver ran through the vessel, 
the shund reached a and 
then suddenly died down to the steady 
purr of wheels and cranks, as familiar 
as the sound of a muffléd automobile 
engine, and the Vessel Was ih mid- 
tion.

-MIXUP ON BIDS. 


Saving of Thousands May Result 

from Complicated Orders of Board 

of Public Works for Steel ‘Con- 

struction Work on Municipal Shed 

By @ curious mix-up of bids on the 
new 1800-foot steel shed on Municipal 
Dock No. 1, the Board of Public 
Works has unwittingly saved the city 
thousands of dollars. This is the way 
it happened: 

The board advertised for bids to be 
opened November 17, last. Then 
Sweeteer and Baldwin, local agents 
for a patented steel door, complained 
te the Harbor Commission that the 


plans and specifications for the steel 
work were so drawn as to exclude

mission raised a rumpus about it and 
the Board of Public Works announced 
that the bids then entered would be 
returned to bidders unopened. This 
caused the UnfSn Iron Works, which 
had a bid prepared, to withhold It. 
Then the Board of Public Works 
changed its mind and when the date 
for opening the bids came around, 
dec@ied to open the bids any how. 

The bids showed that W. P. Kyle 
was the lowest with a bid of $88,978 
and the Liewellyn Iron Works second 
with $94,991. With the bids made 
public the Union Iron Works com- 
plained, that because of the board's 
first decision to return the bids un- 
opened and then the decision to open 
the bids, the company was barred 
from the competition and asked that 
a remdvertisement be ordered. As this 
seemed eminently fair, the Board of 
Public Works readvertised for bids. 

new bids were opened yester- 
day and the Liewellyn Iron Works 
was lowest with a bid of $83,000, 
whieh is $11,991 tower than its 
original bid and $5978 lower that the 
original Kyle bid. 

The U. S. Metal Products Com- 
pany was the only bidder for the steel 
door frames upon which the City En- 
gineer expects to hang the Ogden 
doors, a@ specially made door, ap- 
proved in harbor construction by ex- 
perts In many harbors. To this 
Sweetser and Baldwin take excep- 
tion.

The subscribers will be 
permitted to vote for the directors. 

The paper is purely a political organ-—one 
that has always been the flattering 
mirror of Johnson and his followers, and 
has apparently existed by subsidies from 
those who found it pleasing to their vanity. 

Now the people are asked to invest their 
money in it,as a business proposition. Peo- 
ple are urged to send money to the Outlook 
for stock although the Outlook has no “ac- 
tual ownership,” therefore who is to be re- 
sponsible for the money and the use to 
which it ts put?

N ABSURD ATTEMPT AT PIRACY. 
Section 5370 of the Federal Statutes 


| provides that “Every person who, upon the 


high seas, or in any haven, basin or bay; or 
in any river where the sea ebbs and flows, 
commits the crime of robbery, in or upon 
any vessel, or upon any ship's company of 
any vessel, or the lading thereof, is a pirate, 
and shall suffer death.” 

Section 5323 provides that “Every person 
who knowingly aids. abets, causes, procures, 
commands or counsels another to commit 
any murder, robbery, or other piracy upon 
the seas, is an accessory before the fact to 
such piracies, and every such person being 
thereof connected shall suffer death.” | 

Under this law the two fools—for they 
were fools—who attempted to rob the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamer Willam- 
ette off Point Vincente on her voyage from 
Los Angeles to Seattle, and their coadjutors 
on board the launch which steamed along- 
side the Willamette, all incurred the death 
penalty. That the two pirates were over- 
powered and ironed followed as a matter of 
course, for how could two men hope to con- 
quer the officers, crew and passengers of an 
ocean steamer? That the men in the 
launch will be captured is almost equally 
certain, for there is not a harbor, baydu, in- 
let, or place where a skiff could land be-

There is 
not a vessel on the Pacific Ocean between 
Asia and America that carries a wireless 
plant that is not on the lookout for the pi- 
rates. .“All space is a universal eye” for 
their apprehension, and that they will 
speedily be brought to justice is almost in- 
evitable. 

Piracy as a crime has ceased to exist 
for the greater. part of a century. There 
are no more Morgans, or Kidds, or Lafittes. 
It requires capital to procure and equip a 
pirate ship, and capitalists are not likely to 
venture their dollars in so dangerous an en- 
terprise. Even before the construction of 
the overland railroad, when the gold of Cali- 
fornia was carried east by steamer, the only 
attempt at piracy was made by men who 
carried Confederate commissions which en- 
abled them to avoid the death penalty, and 
their effort at piracy was baffled by the, vigi- 
lance of the commander of the steamer, 

Death seems a severe punishment for 
such a fool proceeding as that of the men 
who failed in the attempt to rob the passen- 
gers and crew of the Willamette. But the 
safety of those who travel by sea is a para- 
mount consideration, and they should be 
protected by laws that might be considered 
unnecessarily drastic on shore. 


APAN ASKS A FAVOR. 
A singularly fortunate chance tb wipe 
from the minds of certain Japanese the 


‘impression that this country has an animus 


against them was offered when the Jap- 
anese Ambassador at Washington called 
upon the State Department asking that 
subjects of the Mikado be proteeted from 
the rebel troops in Mexico. Mr. Bryan be- 
ing absent—-as usual—Acting Secretary 
Moore promised to notify American Con- 
suls to extend the same care to the Jap- 
anese as to citizens of the United States. . 

The Japanese feel an apprehension’ be- 
cause the Federal troops are being sup- 
lied with arms, ammunition and supplies 
rom Japan, but, as the Ambassador pointed 
out, the contracts were made last April. 

Carranza and Villa, in resorting to every 
possible method to crush the government 
of Huerta, have been ‘greatly exasperated 
by the manner in which the Federals con- 
tinue to obtain the munitions of war from 
Japan, and, it is reported, have threatened 
to retaliate on all Japanese who come 
within their reach. 7

MEXICAN CRUELTIES. 


BY P. POLAND. 


The recent murderous order of Gen. Villa, 
the self-appointed commander of one divi- 
rion of the rebel forces in Mexico, to drive 
the Federals out of Northern Mexico and 
take no prisoners (reported .on December. 
24, 1913,) is but another application of the 
ferocious cruelty practiced among the early 
races in Mexico. This order differs from 
the customs of the Aztecs under Monte- 
zuma, who ruled the country at the time of 
the Spanish Conquest by Cortez in 1519, in 
that the Aztecs endeavored to capture, 
rather than to kill their enemies in order to 
obtain a large number of victims to be sac- 
rificed at their altars. Human life seemed 
to be of little value as against the supersti- 
tions and fanaticisms of the race. 

In their mythology. the Agtecs appealed 
to a plurality of deities, of which there were 
thirteen prifcipals and over 200 inferiors. 
Huitzilopochtli, the god of war, wae chief 
among the deities, as the patron deity of the 
nation. Prisoners were reserved for sev- 
eral years for the celebration of important 
events, which usually included human sac- 
rifices. It is stated on reliable authority, 
that in 1486, over 79,000 victims were sacri- 
ficed at the dedication of the great temple 
to their god of war. Various writers esti- 
mate the yearly sacrifices, as practiced by 
the Aztecs, in excess of 20,000 persons. In 
time of drought, sacrifices of infants and 
young children were offered to Tlaloc, the 
god of rain. At their gladiatorial sacrifices, 
the victim wae forced to fight, alternately, 
a number of Mexicans. Should he defeat 
all of them, his life was spared, but more 
often he was defeated and sacrificed in the 
usual way. At the coronation of Monte- 
zuma, there was a sacrifice of captives ta- 
ken in an expedition against a rebellious 
province. 

The Toltecs preceded the Aztecs as the 
rulers of Mexico. They were of a peaceful 
nature, observing many festival days with 
song, dances and processions of women and 
children bearing offerings of fruit, maize 
and odoriferous gums. Sacrifices of animals,: 
and particularly. of a great number of quail 
which were consumed at their feasts,. were 


beings. The benign influence of the Tol- 
tecs appears to have disappeared about the 
twelfth century. 

The more warlike customs of the succeed- 
ing rulers offer ample proof to fix the origin 
of human sacrifices about 200 years pre- 
vious to the conquest, although the exact 
date is somewhat uncertain. 

The brutalities of the time were not con- 
fined to the Aztecs alone.. The Spaniards 
resorted to treachery and massacre almost 
as barbarous as that of the Mexicans. The 
Aztecs were accustomed to hold an annual 
festival in May, in honor of their war god. 
consisting of religious songs, dances and 
sacrifices. Alvarado, one of Cortez’s com- 
manders, granted the request for the festi- 
val on conditions that they omit the sacri- 
flees and come unarmed, as directed by 
Cortez. While the Aztecs were engaged in 
their religious ceremonies and dances, un- 
aware of the trap into which they *had 
fallen, Alvarado ordered his men to attack 
them. The one-sided struggle was short and 
brutal, all of the Aztecs were killed, the 
number being placed by conservative writ- 
ers at from 600 to 800 persons. 

The massacre of the Cholulans, who by. 
intrigue had assembled in a large square in 
the city, offers ‘an awful example of the 
atrocities of the time. Learning of a con- 
smiracy against the Spaniards, Cortez, in. 
sei: defense, feigned a desire to leave the 


transporting his supplies. The -Cholulans 
readily responded, but in a greatly increased 


number, believing it would assist them in |- 


their conspiracy. Admitting the accusation 
of conspiracy, the leaders realizing their 
helpless condition were powerless to resist 
the prearranged attack of the Spanish sol- 
diers. Cortez reported 3000 slain, but other 
accounts place the number at 6000 and over. 
With headquarters. at Texcoco, and an 
alliance with the Tilaxcalans, a tribe of In- 
dians the most bitter enemies of the Aztecs, 
Cortez planned an attack on Iztapalapan, a 
prosperous city but a few miles from the 
City of Mexico. The ruthless massacre of 
more than 6000 persons of all ages and con- 
ditions Is a matter 6f history. Cortez 
should, however, be given full credit for at- 
tempting to check the flerce onslaught of 
the Tlaxcalans, whose sole desire was to 
exterminate the Aztecs. The number of 
persons who perished during the final siege 
and occupation of the City of Mexico by the 
Spaniards was estithated by Cortez to be 
117,000. The toss of the Spaniards was 
small, but the reported loss of their allies 
was about 30,000. 
Other hostilities of the Spaniards and 
their allies are recounted, and in all cases. 
an element of treackery prevails. The 
same treachery and cruelty exists with the 
Mexicans of today in their guerrilla warfare, 
modified but little by modern civilization.

WHY GIRAFFES HIGH PRIVED. |: 


“So. far,” Haker went on to say, “I 
have been talking about the value of 
rare animals, of the aristocrats of the 
forests. Giraffes, too, are valuable. 
Their transportation, because of the 
length of their necka, is expensive and 
difficult. They are worth in the neigh- 
borhood of $8000 delivered in New 
York. One was bought recently, so I 
have been told, for $500 less. They 
are a funny looking animal when they 
run, seeming to trot with their front 


legs and to gallop behind. Bight of | 


them followed an African railroad 
train in’ which I wag riding, and I 
thought every minute they would tie 
themselves inta bowknots and {fall 
down. 

“African elephants range in price 
from $8006, to $3500. Indian elephants 
are nearly as cheap as horses. They 
are commonly used as draft animak. 
ne lumber company works 2000 of 
them every day. Small zebras are 
selling for $650. The large Grevy 
zebra of Abyssinia, which gets its 
name from the former President of 
France, brings $1200. This is the zebra 
with which our Agricultural Depart- 
ment is experimenting in an attempt 
to produce a hybrid work animal. 

“Lions can be bought for $200. 
Large lions of goed body and having 
long, full manes, sell for as much as 
$1200. Tigers vary in price from $600 
to $1200. The Malay Peninsula tiger 
brings the former price. It is small, 
but beautifully colored. An Indian 
tiger, which is large and short-haired, 
and the Sibernian tiger, which has 
long hair as a protection against the 
cold, are worth from $1000 to $1200 
apiece. 

“A large, healthy polar bear can be 
had for $300. Brown Alaskan bears 
are quoted at from $300 to $400. We 
paid $2650 for a cub and freightage 
besides. It now weighs 1160 pounds. 
Black bears, of course, are cheap. The 
spectacied bear of the Andes would 
bring a very large price—either in 
Europe or the United States. It is 
black and has white circles around 
its eyes. There is ore in New York, 
but I know of no othef in this country. 


VALUABLE SNAKES AND BIRDS. 


“There are many kinds of antelopes. 
A big show can be made of them on 
a very little money. After the pur- 
chase of the high-priced animals, a 
zoological park can be filled with 
monkeys, foxes, wolves and so on. A 
long python, for examiple, will cost 
} $300, but rattlesnakes as thick as one’s 
wrist can be obtained In Florida for 
$6 apiece. Copperheads are even 
cheaper. King co are dear be- 
cause théy have to be brought from 
India and for the additional reason 
that their bite is fatal. The risks of 
handling increase their price. 

“In the matter of birds," Mr. Baker 
continued, “the public will be sur- 
prised, no doubt, to learn that cranes 
are worth anywhere from $75 to $260 
each. A White, or whooping crane, 
would bring almost any price the 
owner might ask. This crane, once 
abundant, now practically extinct. 
I don’t know where one could be 
bought even for $5000. 

“A man in Ka@heas wrote me a few 

rs ago that a White crane was 
iving on the river bank tome dis- 
tance from his house. He wanted to 
know if I would Iike to add it to the 
bird colony at the National Zoolog- 
jeal Park. I wrote by the next mail 
that if he caught the bird alive to 
let me know. I never expected to 
hear from him in, ' 

“But he got the crane. He told 
me that he crawled down | 
river bank and hid among some wil- 
lowa. When the crane appe he 
ran out and caught it around the 
body. It is wonder it didn’t dig 
his eyes out.

TEST NEW SEAPLDANE. 


Automatic Screw. 
[Special of The Times] 
new seaplane has just been tested 


very secret, as the tests are made ex- 
clusively for the British admiralty. 

The chief factor is an aluminum 
four-bilade screw, which, by a lever, 
can be made to ascend or descend 
some four and one-half feet. When 
the screw is depressed it gears itself 
automatically with the engine, and 
when the machine is started it also 
automaticajly disengages the gear of 
the air propeller. 

The effect of this is, on the start- 
ing of the engine, that the little meta! 
screw revolves in the water and pro- 
pels the seaplane forward much in 
the same manhner as a motor boat.

ONDON, Dec. 20.—An English 

scientist named C. E. 8S. Phillips 

has been recently .making some 
novel experiments with radium, the 
rays of which travel 180,000 milee a 
second. It appears that in solution 
radium decomposes water, giving off 
an explosive mixture of gas. Before 
an audience of medical men at the 
London Cancer Hospital Phillips pro- 
duced these gases, and by fusing them 
with an electric spark, created a cur- 


Another experiment was described 
as a “sporting event,” as the lecturer 
was doubtful whether te could en- 
compass it. In practice it was -ery 
successful. From the stage along the 
roof ran a glass tubing, twenty-five 
feet in length, connected with a tube 
ef zinc sulphide. The lights were 
turned down and in the darkness ra- 
dium emanations were pumped 
through the tubing, and in an ‘nstant 
the sulphide was glowing luminously 
while the audience loudly applauded.

GHOSTS FROM THE MOUTH, 
GERMAN PROFESSOR SAYS. 


ERLIN, Dec. 
Schrenck-Notzing, the well-known 
Munich professor who has gained 
an international reputation in morbid 


psychology, says ghosts come out of 
your mouth. 

He has just published a book which 
will excite a good deal of controversy. 
It contains a record of four years’ ex- 
periments with the French medium, 
“Eva,” and in it he claims to have 
established the fact that the so-called 
materializations are formed from a 
moist, cloud-like emanation from the 
mouth and other parts of the body of 
the person producing them. 

To this emanation, which he and 
others repeatedly saw issuing from 
Eva's mouth, he has given the name 
“teleplasma.” The experiments were 
conducted with every precaution to 
eliminate.the possibility of fraud, the 
medium being stripped, medically ex- 
amined, and clothed in special attire 
before each test. In some cases she 
exhibited her powers in a state of 
absolute nudity before persons of her 


own sex only. 

The Baron testifies to having 
watched the “teleplasma” rise like 
smoke from Eva's mouth, and take 
the shape of hands, faces, and other 
objects. On one occasion it streamed 
down her body, detached itself, and 
moved about independently on the 
fioor. At this point, however, Pva rose 
suddenly, flung herself at full length

upon it, and lay unconscious. When 


she —— to the areatly 
tion vanished, having apparen 
been absorbed into her body. 
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Nine photographic apparatus at one 
time, set at various angles and simul- 
taneously exposed by flashlights, were 
placed in the cabinet to photograph 
the medium and the “ghosts.” By 
means of a cinematograph, Dr. von 
Schrenck-Notzing recorded pictures of 
the substance emanating from the 
medium and materializing into hands, 
feet, and sometimes full figures. 

von renck-Notzing stat 
his book, ‘‘is this: 

“There are such things as ghosts 
or specters. 

“In the case of Medium Eva &., the 
‘substance’ of which the ghosts ma- 
terialize, came from the medium it- 
self, and is reabsorbed by the medium. 

“The stuff of which these ghosts are 
made varies, as far as one can see 
it, from smoke-like to spidery web- 
like, and even has sometimes the ap- 
pearance of a fine veil. 

“To the touch it is damp and sticky.. 

“Microscopic. examination reveals 
that it is of an organic character.”

ARE ALARMED. 


Income Tax Law. 


Amoint at Present Exempt 
Will Be Made Lower. 


Are Already Heard. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Prime 
Minister of England has just an- 
‘Mounced that the British Parliament 
intends to embark on a complete re- 
vision of the income tax. In a re- 
cent speech he stated that “the time 
has come for a complete re-examina- 
tion in all directions, both downward 
and upwards, of the system of exemp- 
tion, of abatement, and of gradua- 
tion. This system may well be re- 
Placed by provisions which would 
make the tax both wider and more 
equitable in its incidence and more 
productive in its yield.” And people 
with money here are very anxious to 
know what this precisely means. 

At present no income tax is levied 
in England upon wage earners whose 
incomes do not exceed $800 a year. 
And incomes above that sum are re- 
Heved by certain abatements which, 
however, do not apply to incomes over 
$3500 a year. Incomes, whether 
earned or unearned, over $25,000 a. 
year are taxed an extra 12 cents for 
each $5 (known as the super tax) on 


$15,000. As consequence, the British 
Premier may take refuge in one of 
four things. He may go in for 

(1.) Taxation of incomes under $800 
ay so take in the artisan 


(2.) Impose a higher super 
favorite a and Socialist nostrum. 
(3.) the present graduation 
scale, 
(4.) Or make more generous 
ments for incomes under $3500. 
MAY LOWER EXEMPTION. 


The best opinion favors the idea 
that the British government will lower 
the amount that has now the benefit 
of exemption. Many of Asquith's sup- 
porters believe that everyone in re- 
ceipt of an income of $6 a week ought 
to contribute to this tax. On the face 
of it, this does not look good elec- 
tioneering business for Asquith'’s par- 
tisans, but any such proposal would 
necessarily be accompanied by the 
abolition of the duties on sugar, cur- 
rants, tea and other common house- 
hold necessities. So “what is lost on 
the swings could be gained on the 
roundabouts,” particularly if simul- 
taneously an attempt were made to 
show the working man that it is 
cheaper in the long run for him to 
pay income tax, as he would save 
more than he paid in that direction by 
the abolition of indirect taxation. 

There is no doubt that in other Eu- 
ropean countries the income tax near- 
ly always starts at a much lower level 
than it does today in England. In 
Austria the income tax begins at $250; 
in Prussia, at $225; in Saxony, at $100; 
in Wurtemburg and Bavaria, at $125. 
In Switzerland, the income tax varies 
according to the canton on incomes 
from $250 to $400. On the other 
hand, in Zurich and Lucerne, the 
minimum is $100; in Neuchatel, $80; 
gen in Fribourg, there is no limit 
at all. 

It i9 unnecessary even to aitempt 
to examine in detail all the extraor- 
dinary complicated scales of gradu- 
ation that are found in different con- 
tinental countries. A more interest- 
ing point to note. is that in many 
countries the income tax is applied for 
local as well as for national pur- 
poses. This is the case in Prussia, 
where every person has to pay an 
income tax to the local au- 
thorities and to the State government, 
It is the case, also, in Norway, with 
this difference—that the municipal 
tax is graduated on a slightly differ- 
ent scale from the national tax. Hol- 
land and Denmark also have ioca! in- 
come taxes. Whether these foreign 
countries have completely surmount- 
ed the difficulty of ascertaining how 
much income is properly taxable in 
each locality cannot be ascertained 
from these severely official govern- 
ment reports. 

SYSTEM'S DISADVANTAGES. 

At present in England the income 
tax is limited to a comparatively 
small section of the community, and 
the mischief comes in when it is 


realized that a very large section of 
the community enjoys the right to 
vote. In fact, the majority of voters 
are not direct tax payers, and do 
not, in practice, feel such indirect 
taxes as they are called upon to pay. 
‘This is essentially unjust, because one 
of the most important powers that 
the elected representative in Eng- 
land possesses is the power of impos- 
ing taxation: The injustice is in- 
creased by the fact that of recent 
years it has become the practice of 
politicians on both sides to cater for 
votes by offering what they call so- 
cial reform to the electors. 

Whatever other qualities may at- 
tach to social reform, it possesses this 
essential feature, that money is taken 
out of the exchequer to provide for 
the wants of the poorer classes. And 
it is because these poorer classes 
command the majority of votes that 
politicians have latterly become so 
enthusiastic for “social reform.’ In 
other words, control of the govern- 
ment in England is no longer in the 
hands of the tax payers, but of the 
tax eaters. 

Wisely, Harold Cox of the Cobden 
Club points out: “This system can 
be tolerated as long as the country 
remains prosperous, but in time of 
trade depression there would be very” 
great difficulty in raising revenue,

ATEST TRIAL AT KIEV. 
PROMIS 


ES SENSATION. 


T. PETERSBURG, Dec. 17.-—<An- 

other sensational trial will take 

place shortly at Kiev. It promises 
to be just as interesting as that of 
the Jew, Beiliss, and a key to it 
was given the other day in the 
“Kiewlianine,” an ultra-conservative 
and anti-Jewish paper of Kiev, 
which for the fifty years of its 
existence has been always looked up- 
on as a strong supporter of the Rus- 
sian bureaucrat. 

In this article the Kiewlianine re- 
vealed several facts that had been 
rearefully concealed until now, and 
further astounded its readers by say- 
ing that these sensational facts had 
been put together by the deceased 
editor of Yhe paper, M. Pichno, who 
had all ong said that he would 
stand up for Beiliss, on the strength 
of what he had learned concerning 
the undercurrents of the latter's 
trial. Also that in taking up the at- 
titude it had -adopted, the Kiewlia- 
nine was only acting according to the 
views of its former ever to 
lamented editor. The impression pro- 
duced by this declaration has been 
immense, and the contents of the ar- 
ticle, which were at once telegraphed 
all over Russia, have so excited pub- 
lic opinion that it is safe to say that 
the agitation provoked by this unfor- 
tunate Belliss affair, so far from 
waning, is increasing day by day, and 
may lead to age ge tri which it is 
ulte impossible to foresee. 

- This article begins by mentioning 
that one of the principal counts up- 
on which the prosecution was based 
was a so-called letter from _ Beiliss, 
addressed to his wife, whilst he was 
in jail, which a fellow-prisoner of 
his had undertaken to deliver to the 
unfortunate woman.

The colonel had already 
dealt with that fellow-prisoner of 
Beliliss, who gave up the letter at- 
tributed to the latter, a ce n 
Kazatchenko, who, in reality was a 
police spy. He sent for him, and, 
after some prevarications, the man 
fell upon his knees and owned to the 
colonel that this whole story of the 
letter had »een invented by him. 

Iwanoft hastened to inform the 
public prosecutor, Tschaplinsky, of 
his discoveries, but the latter replied 
to him that the declarations of 
Kazatchenko had already been con- 
signed in the indictment, which was 
partly ready, and that he thought it 
unnecessary to change anything in it 
in consequence of Kazatchenko’s 
avowal.

TURKISH NAVY. 


Man Improves His Chickens 


— 


with Electricity. 


[A. P. Correspondence to The Timea} 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The material 
efficiency of Turkey’s navy will be for 
thirty years almost entirely in British 
hands. The Ottoman government bas 
recently placed a contract to continue 
for three decades with Armstrong & 
Vickers, a British firm which has often 
had close working relations with the 
Bethlehem Steel Works in foreign 
contracts, and which has taken over 


the Turkish arsenal and neval station

This is one of many instances in 
which British firms are helping in 


building up the navies of other coun- ‘ 


tries. While busy with British orders, 
the shipbuilding and armament firme

A new 
naval base is: to be established at Ia- 
midt, about sixty miles from Constanti-:

yards, but was abandoned in 1879 ow- 
ing to the harbor silting up. It will 
take a dozen years to restore the har- 
bor and bring it up to the standard of 
@® modern naval base. However, 


the intention to build here a construc- 


tion plant capable of building modern 
battleships. 

In the meantime the present Turk- 
ish navy, so badly treated by the 
Greeks in the recent war, is to be 
overhauled in the at the 
Golden Horn. A staff of Englishmen 
to superintend the work is already in 
Constantinople, and although 
proposed to use Turkish labor and 
material, as much as possible, much 
will come from England. The board 
of administration will consist of five 
Englishmen and four Turks, the lat- 
ter appointed by the Ottoman gov- 
ernment. Besides naval work, the 
company expects to do considerable 
repair work for the mercantile marine 
visiting Turkish waters. 

One of the terms of the contract 
was that the firm was to secure for 
Turkey a loan of $5,000,000 on favor 
able terms. This has already been 
secured, but it ts not stated for what 
the money is to be used. The Porte 
needs a lot of money for the reorgan- 
ization of the army, which its again 
to be undertaken by Germans, deapite 
the adverse criticism of the army 
trained by them in the battles of 
Thrace, but {t is likely German banks 
will lend the money for this. The 
English money may therefore go in 
part payment for the battleship Rio 
de Janeiro,. built by Armstrong & 
Vickers for the- Brazilian government 
and for which Greece and Turkey 
have been competitors.

ELECTRIC CHICKEN CULTURE.

On the 
farm where the experiments Wege con- 
ducted an intensive poultry house was 
electrified. The current was applied 
for ten minutes every hour during the 
day. Six chickens only out of a total 
of 400 died, showing a m of 
only 1.5 per cent... when the usual 
mortality is 60 per cent. during the 
summer season. The chickens were 
ready for market in five weeks as 
against the usual three months. The 
vitality of the treated chickens was 
remarkable. Instead of running away 
when one approached the screen they 
would peck vigorously at an extended 
hand, every peck giving a distinct 
shock to the owner of the hand, but 
apparently the electricity was not felt 
by the chickens.

There is a proverb which says:

The bank will not come to 
You if you owe a note which it holds 
for collection; out of courtesy it will 
fend you a notice that your note is 
@ue (it is not compelled to do that,) 
but you must go to the bank to make 
pa 


yment. 

The writer was told by the brother 
of the founder of a large bank, now 
absorbed by another bank, that in 
the old days when coaches were the 
only passenger conveyance between 
Roxbury and Boston, and it was a 
matter of hours to go out and back, 
a@ resident of Roxbury appeared at 
the bank to pay a note and lacked 10 
cents of the amount necessary to pay 
fn full. He asked the president of 
the bank to lend him that amount 
until the next day, but was curtly 
refused on the ground that the maker 
of a note should Know how much he 
owed and have sufficient funds to pay 
and not bother the bank officials to 
lend him or wait for him. The man 
was obliged to lose some hours’ time 
and pay fare to Roxbury and back to 
get his 10 cents. 

Another illustration. Some years 
Since the writer was employed to re- 
deem a tax title upon the property 
of a client, and having ascertained 
the amount due, he asked the holder 
if he would call at the writer's office 
when he went to lunch, as he passed 
the door on his way, and was prompt- 
ly told: ‘No, if I owe yotu money I 
Will call on you, but if you owe me 
you must come to me.” The proverb 
might well be amended to read: 


In the country frequently, and in 
the city sometimes, one is told that 
if a person dies leaving children and 
grandchildren, the children of a de- 
ceased child, the grandchildren, are 
not entitled to the share of the es- 
tate which their parent would have 
taken. as the father or mother having 
djed there is no way whereby the in- 
heritance can pass over from the de- 
ceased to the grandchildren; in other 
words the line is broken. 

There is no such law. 

The statutes expressly provide that 
the children of deceaged heirs take 
the share that would have gone to 
their parent. 

A person owns a fruit tree and its 
branches overhang the iand of his 
neighbor. Many think because of that 
the neighbor is entitled to the fruit on 
the overhanging branches.

not help himeelf. 
Two men own adjacent lots of land:

There is no such law. 

The owner of a parce? of land owns 
everything thereon, whether it ia 
rocks, turf, trees, berries or fruit. 
Many years ago “Down East people” 
would organize parties to go to the 
“Blueberry Plains,”” many hundreds 
acres in extent in the eastern part of 
Maine. They would camp there for a 
week and come home with bushels of 
berries. For many years the owners 
of the land permitted this to be done 
without making objection, but finally 
took measures to get an income from 
the land by putting on watchmen and 
compelling the pickers to pay a smal! 
price per quart for the privilege of 
picking. Naturally there was quite a 
kick, and the cwners were denounced 
as interfering with ancient “rights,” 
but finally all had to acquiesce. 

A man owns the land 
pond 
with fish, has “no trespassing’ 

ted about, but some people 
nt hat if they follow a road to 
the middie of a bridge over the stream 
they may jump from the to 
the middle of the stream and fish as 
much as they please. 

“There is no such law. 

The persen who owns the land ad- 


Fees the stream owns to the mid- 

die of it, and a man wading in the 
middie of the brook is a trespasser 
just as much as if he walked along 
the bank. 

Many snopkeepers demand that 
finders lost money or valuables 
in their stores shall deliver them over 
to them, as they own the articles 
because they were found on their 
premises. 

There is no such law. 

The finder of money or other valu- 
ables on the floor, outside the counter 
in a store, is the owner of the same 
against the whole world except the 
loser, but it has been held that.if 
the owner left the money or goods 
upon the counter or on a table in the 
store they were practically in the 
care of the storekeeper and he had 
the right to their custody, while he 
could not make such a claim to 
goods which were found on the floor. 

Some people, especially in these 
strenuous days, think that if they 
enter a railroad or an electric car 
and there is no vacant seat therein, 
they are not obliged to pay a fare 
and can ride free. 

There is no such law. 

This matter has been threshed out 
in the courts several times. If a per- 
son enters a crowded conveyance and 
remains therein he must pay the 
regular price for transportation. It 
often seems as if more cars might be 
put on.

The present owners of the Reds 
are Julius Fleischmann and 
brother, Max. Julius is a former 
Mayor of Cincinnati. They had been 
interested financially in the, Reds for 
several years past, but the deal by 
which they obtained absolute cuntrol 
of the club was not put through tun- 
til the last few weeks of the past 
season.

The garoline shown the 
‘iilustration is mounted on truck 
‘which ts supposed to etiable it to clear 
the highest bushes, but special ar- 
rangements will have t6 be made for 
the Imperial Valley cdtton since the 
Egyptian variety seldom grows short- 
er than from five and 4 half to seven 
feet. it is operated with a gasoline 
suction pump Which draws the cotton 
through a nozzle that is equipped with 
hook-shaped apparatus to loosen the 
more obstinate bolls. 

The cotton is then iforced into a 
wire cage, thereby eliminating al! dirt 
- and foteign matter which it might 
have gathered and is kept from blow- 
ing. out. by two cone-shaped drums. 
After the cage is full 4 top is placed 
on it ahd the whole contfpressed into 
@ convenient 200-pound bale for han- 
dling to the gin. 

The machifte is op@rated by one 


man who can pick a wuele plant by 
merely brushing the nozzle over it, 
taking care at the same time not to 
injure the green bolls. In this man- 
ner one man has been known to pick 
2000 pounds a day, or the equivaient 
of labor of six or seven experienced 
pickers. 

The electric picker is invented by 
W. R. MeCombes, in the valley at pres-- 


that electricity has a magnetic aitrac- 
tion for the cotton fibers. Two huge 
pilates, charged with electricity pass 
over the rows of cotton. The first is 
calculated to loosen the fibers from 
the boll while the second attracts the 
cotton to it. From the electric plates 
the cotton fibers are then raked into 
a hood through which they are ele- 
vated and aerated by a fan, t6 clean 
the leaves and chaff from them. The 
eotton fs then pressed into convenient 
sacks for the gin. 

This method automatically elimi- 
nates all danger of picking unripe cot- 
ton, and should either or both of them 
prove a success, they will probably 
mean 4nillioha of dollars to the cotton 
growers in the solution of the picking 
problem, which is the one great ques- 


tion before them at present.

PASADENA, Jan. 3.—The Hunting- 
ton, the magnificent hotel which H. E. 
Huntington recently finished at Oak 
Knoll, in Pasadena, will open next 
Thursday. Special trains from New 
York and Chicago will arrive on 
Wednesday night carrying the first of 
the guests for the new caravansary, 
which w#ill be under the management 
of D. M. Linnard, formerly in charge 
of the Maryland, in the same city. 

Huntington, tired of seeing the un- 
sightly bulk of the old unfinished 
Wentworth Hotel looming up on the 
property adjoining his estate, last win- 
ter bought the place and announced 
his intention of completing the struc- 
ture. He has done decidedly more. 
Employing Myron Hunt for his archi- 
tect, he has practically rebuilt it. The 
addition of the sixth story and a 
roof are the smallest of the features 
in the improvement. The big hostel- 
ry has been completely remodeled in- 
side and out. 

The whole interior of the main floor 
has been changed about. What were 
the walis and the windows are now the 
interior arches, while new walis have 
been built further out, In which are 
immense windows commanding views 
of the valley. From the most un- 
welcome structure in Oak Knoll! the 
old Wentworth has been made into 
the most lavishly built and@ furnished 
building in the district.

Line that Prospered Under Benjamin Yoakum Brings 
Sensational Disclosures Before Public—Rock Island 
Saved and Strengthened by Copper Magnates—Bank- 


ere Deny They Made Millions Out of Stock Deals.

ENJAMIN FRANKLIN YOAK- 
UM, the railway genius who de- 
veloped the Frisco system, now 
in the hands fo receivers, is a 
stalwart six-footer in the very prime 
of life, Only thirty-five years ago he 
was handling a scraper on one of the 
new railroads being constructed in 
the wilds uf Texas. The vigor and 
energy displayed by the earnest youth 
wag noticed by Engineer Hayes, who 
saw thet he wes fit material for a 
brakeman. From this post he ‘vas 
soon advanced conductor and he 
ran the first into the embryo 
town of Palestine. 
Then this fellow who could hustl 
was picked out to take a carioad of 
local products to St. Louis and show 


the merchants and cepitaliste whati 


had made a handsome profit as an 
intermediary in promoting the union 
of the two systems, soon found that 
the combine was laboring under pe- 
cunlary disadvantages, and with char- 
acteristic promptness withdrew its 
financial aid and moral support. Then 
Speyer & ©o., a New York banking 
firm with large European connections, 
and interested to some extent in other 
southwestern roads, was induced to 
take a hand in the mixup. The Spey- 
ers financed the construction of some 
of the new roads and extensions of 
the Frisco, taking liberal commissions 
for their trouble, and were even ac- 
cused of purchasing short connecting 
roads and turning them over to the 
combine at a handsome profit. But 
this was not an uneommon thing in 
those.days, either with the Rock

sive:y traffic manager, assistant 
erm 1 man end receiver of the Fan 
Art nio Arkansas Pass Railway. 
From 1893 to 1896 he was third vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Gault, Colorado and Santa Fe, In the 
latter year he became connected with 
the St. Louis and San ‘Francisco, 
known as the Frisco, first as -ice- 
president and general manager (1896- 
1900.) then ae president (1900-1904,) 
after which he was chairman of the 
Executive Committee and of the 
boerd of directors. At the same time 
he became chairman of the »oard of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, of 
the Evansville and Indianapolis “nd 
of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
(the Kitty line.) 

Of course the official who had 
the disposition of the funds of these 
great railways was sought after by 
the banks, and he allied himself with 
two—the St. Louis Union Trust Com- 
pany and the Third National Bank 
of Bt. Lowls, and there he came ‘in 
‘contact ‘with other large capitalists. 
He removed to New York, having his 
home at Sixty-seventh street, and his 
office at No. 71 Broadway. 


ROCK ISLAND-FRISCO COMBINE. 


In the year 1903 it was given out 
that the Rock Island system, covering 
about 88900 miles, and the Frisco sys- 
tem. having 6000 miles of road, both 
meeded to make extensions involving 
the expenditure of about $25,000,000, 
which large sum could be saved if 
they should unite and use ¢ach oth- 
ers tracks. The scheme met ‘vith 
favor and a conference was ‘eld in 
the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
There were present five persons—D. 
G. Reié and F. lL. Stetson of the 
Rock Island, W. B. Leeds and B. F. 
Yoakum of the Frisco and George 
W. Perkins, promoter of the Morgan 
firm. But Yoakum was the inspiring 
force and active agent in producing 
the combine. 

The two systems were not ‘ndissol- 
ubly merged, but the Morgans fi- 

afi arrangement by which the 
Reck Island bought a controlling in- 
terest in the Frisco stock. The com- 
bine was kriown as the Rock Isiand- 
Frieco system, but while they were 
empowered to use each --ther's tracks 
they were still operated independent- 
ly, and Yoakum remained ni the head

The two systems continued to work 
together more or less harmoniously 
for several poten, continual 
losses, till the k “Island could 
stand the Union no tonger, and at 
last, at the end of eix years, in De- 
cember, 1909, performed the some- 
what arduous task of dissolving the 


partnership. 
Meantime the Moreen frm, which 


Imerged, the Frisco system retained 


‘its entrance into Chicago via St. Louis, 
but had to take the unprofitable Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois, which 
proved, with other drawbacks, a great- 
er burden than it covld bear, hence 
it has been compelled to go into a 
receivership. The last annual state- 
ment of the Frisco, as of June 39, 
1913, before it went into the hands of 
the receiver, showed a deficit of $817,- 

38. This was a large excess over the 
leficit of the previous year, and. as 
there was no Way of providing for it 
the final step was inevitable. 

' DISCLOSURES ARE MADE. 

(‘And then came the revelations of 
the interstate commerce hearing in 
November, last. It was shown “that 
the St. Louis Union Trust Company 
(af which B. F. Yoakum was a direc- 
tor.) and Yoakum, engineered most 
of the syndicates which 
to the Frisco at big profits.” In the 
bank examiner's report a few weeks 
ago, Speyer & Co.'s name was brought 
in in a way that displeased that firm, 
and their defense was attempted by 
Cc.’ W. Hillard, vice-president of the 
Frisco, and at the same time. the 
railroad’s New York agent. He said, 
"the statement, that approximately 
$32,000,000 of Frisco’s $244,000,000 
total indebtedness had been paid to 
the bankers as commissions, is un- 
fait to the Frieco bankers. This $32,- 
000,000 in reality represented dis- 
counts cYtarged off on securities sold 
below par.” 

Thomas H. West, chairman of the 
board of the St. Lovis Union Trust 
Company, and one of Frisco'’s re- 
ceivers, defended his action 4s above, 
although he was one of the syndi- 
cate which shared in the profits of the 
St. Louis, Brownsville and Mexico pur- 
chase. W. CC. Nixon, another receiver, 
was one of the chief operating of- 
ficers of the Frisco. A. 58. Greig, 
formerly vice-president of the Frisco, 
is n@w assistant to the receivers. 

But the man who bore the brunt 
of harsh criticisms was Benjamin F. 
Yoakum, former president of the road, 
and gubsequentiy chairman of the 
board of directors and also of 
Executive Committee, giving him 
practical control of all its financial 
operations. He admitted that he 
profited by the purchase and sale of 
subsidiaries to his company, but de- 
clared that the main cause of the 
road’s bankruptcy was the failure of 
a land deal. 

Yoakum gave three reasons for the 
Frisco receivership: First, failure of 
the road to se} New Mexico and Ari- 
zona lands for $6,000,000; second, loss 
sustained by investment in Texas and 
Louisiana pine lumber properties: 
third, a loss of more than $150,000 a 
year on the ownership of the Chicago 
and Bastern Illinois Railroad. 

But there were other transactions. 
In connection with the 8t. Louis and 
Gulf road the records showed that 
Yodkim invested $75,000 and fre- 
ceived $113,000. On the Oklahoma 
and Western the syndicate made 
$269,000 on an investment of $2,- 
097,000, and on the Arkansas and 
Western « profit of $23,000 was made 
on an investment of $118,000. Ac- 
cording to. T. H. West, an insider, the 
profits acerveing to the _ syndicate 
from the aale of 
road were $1,629,928, but the cost to 
the Frisco was only §737,441, over 
the actual rost of the property. Then 
he naively. remarke that “this 
Rrownevilie road was only one of 
several properties bought or con- 
structed by the syndicate and turned 
over to the Frisco at a reasonable 


profit.”

Mr. Yoakum asked the indulgence 
of the commission while he narrated 
his “dream of empire.” He told of 
plans for a water level railroad from 
&. Lovis to the Panama Canal, 
which had failed of materialization 
because of the Mexican revolution. 
Trains carryin a tonnage greater 
any of the steamships leaving 
New Orleans could move easily and 
ewiftly to the Canal Zone on the pro- 
posed road. If this line had been 
built and operated undisturbed. he 
said, the prosperity of the Frisco 
would have been unequaled. 

The Wall Street Journal of No- 
vember 27, not unfriendly paper, 
commenting on ese disclosures, re- 
marked: “In degree the transaction 
was not as bad as the newspaper ac- 
counts of the evidence represented 
it, but the fact remains that directors 
and officers of the Frisco acted as 
buyers and sellers in the same

VIGOR OF THE ROCK ISLAND. 

The Frisco having gone into the 
hands of the pesetver, whee has pre- 
vented its whilom twin—the Rock 
Island—from shari the same fate? 
It was rescued by the powerful cop- 
per firm, Phelps, & Co., and 
is now amalgamated with their vig- 
orous Ei Paso and Southwestern road, 
with nearly 1000 miles of mileage, 
destined to reach the Pacific Const 
and become another transcontinental 
line. It looks as if they were aiming 
to connect with Spreckels’s San Di- 
ego road, but in doing go they will 
have to cross the Southern Pacific, 
and that will give another direct ac- 
cess to Los Angeles. 

The present head of the Rock Is- 
land system is Henry U. Mudge, who 
has been its able president since 1909. 
During the previous five y he 
was second vice-president . of the 
Rock Island, and for five yeara prior 
to that was general manager of the 
Santa Fe road. He is 57 years of age, 
has had wide experience in railway 
matters, and is noted for his sound 
ae in dealing with men of af- 
airs. 


SIX YEARS BEHIND. 


Federal Architect Finds It Impos- 
sible to Handle Government Work 


on Time. 
[South weet Contractor:] Laments, 
loud and long, are fro;i: time to time 


heard issuing from the office of the 
United States Treasury 
at Washington because “the supervis- 
ing architect's office is six years be- 
hind in its work.” To bring day- 
Nght to the supervising architect's 
office, buried under constantly in- 
creasing work, it is said te be the 


| plan of the treasury officials to sug- 


gest to the Public Buildings Com- 
mittee of Congress a plan for adopt- 
ing standard types of buildings to be 
erected in cities of similar size 
throughout the country. This Plan is 
thus outlined in a recent press re- 


port: 

“Treasury officials have been at 
work for several months on a pre- 
liminary report to the Public Build- 
ing Committee created by Congress 
to work out and improve gome sys- 
tem by which g@ standard could be 
formed for public buildings, so that 
cities of a certain size should get a 
prescribed size of buildings. By its 
adoption, it was argued, the necessity 
of drawing plans for every new butld- 
ing would be eliminated, the expense 
of the upkeep of the Supervising 
Architect's office would be: leasened 
and the actual time consumed be- 
tween the authorization of a building 
and its completion would be greatly 
diminished.” 

Are we ther, in going from one end 
of the country to the other, to see the 
same postofiice and Federa! building 
everywhere? Perhaps, if it were a 
really good type of architecture it 
would be more pleasing to see it 
duplicated oceasionally, rather than 
to find abortions in the design of our 
public structures, through an attempt 
to originate something different. 

But how much better would it be to 
follow the plan of the American I!n- 
stiute of Architects, exprested by 
resolution at the last convention, to 
relieve the congestion fn the Treasury 
Department by the employment, 
through selection or by competition, 
of architecta in private practice for 
the work in that department. As 
admirably expreased by the conven- 
tion, what our public structures most 
need “that some orderly system 
should be adopted by the United 
States government in the designing of 
its buildings, monuments, etc., In the 
purchase, selection and acceptance of 
sculpture, painting and other works of 
art, whereby the services of . those 
architects, sculptors and painters best 
qualified for such work may be made 
available.”’ i

THE PRESENT CONSTITUTION. 


The present Constitution, usually 
referred to as the Constitution of 
1879, was adopted by the people May 
7, 1879. At the time of its adoption 
this Constitution was considered mere 
radical, and, as frequently observed 
by the courts, upon some subjects in 
advance of the Constitution of any of 
the other States. It will be recalled 
that shortly prior to the calling’ of 
this convention, and as one of the 
moving causes thereof, the State had 
been stirred by what were known as 
the “sand-lot” agitations, led by. Den- 
ts Kearny, whose chief slogan was 
the exclusion of the Chinese. But his 
arguments and attacks were addressed 
to @ great many other subjects. Later 
years have demonstrated that while 
Denis Kearney was a shallow and 
noisy agitator, that he was not ex- 
cessively progressive or radical, in a 
modern sense. Also, while on ac- 
count of the Insertion therein of a few 
apparently radical, but rather super- 
ficial clauses, the Constitution of 1879 
was considered a radical document, 
as a matter of fact it was not even 
at the date of its adoption particularly 
advanced or radical, for while there 
were a good many so-called radicals 
in the convention, in the final analysis 
the so-called conservatives largely 
prevailed. 

While possessing a few radical fea- 
tures, the Constitution of 1879 in ev- 
ery respect embraced and included all 
of what are known as the “Guarantees 
of Liberty” or the “Bill of Rights.” 
These so-called guarantees of liberty 
are peculiarly of English or Anglo- 
Saxon origin, and until within com- 
paratively recent years have been the 
most cherished heritage of the Eng-'! 
lish or Anglo-Saxon peoples. For the 
purposes of this article the whole sub- 
ject is illustrated by a quotation of 
section 1 of article I of the Consti- 
tution of 1879: 

All men are by nature free 
and independent, and have certain 
inalienable rights, among which 
are those of enjoying and defend- 
ing life and liberty; acquiring, 
possessing and protecting prop- 
erty, and pursuing and obtaining 
safety and happiness, 

It ond provided in the Constitution 
of 1879 that amendments could only 
be submitted by a two-thirds vote of 
both houses of the Legislature, thus 
establishing the only method of 
amending the Constitution, it was 
early demonstrated that it was hard- 
ly, if at all, more difficult to adopt 4 
concurrent resolution to submit an 
amendment of the Constitution to the 
people than it was to pass an ordinary 
legislative act by a majority vote. This 
because many members of the Legis- 
lature were inclined to vote for 
resolutions submitting constitutional 
amendments, since they were later to 
be voted on by the people in any event. 
And since all that was required of the 
people was that a majority of those 
who did vote should vote in favor of 
the amendment it was early demon- 
strated that this Constitution was pe- 
cullarly easy of amendment, and com- 
paratively soon after its adoption = 
practice of amending it became qu 
frequent. 

AMENDMENTS. 

r to the year 1910 a very 

of important amendments 
were adopted of the Constitution, ae 
in that year twenty-three amenc~ 
ments were adopted. Included in 
these were what are known as the 
initiative, the referendum and the re- 
call amendments. The first two con- 
ferred the right upon the people by 
petitions signed by a moderate num- 
ber of the electors, to propose any 
desired amendment to the constitu- 
tion “or the passage of any law, with- 
out any legislative interference what- 
soever. It will, therefore, be observed 
at the present time that the Consti- 
tution of California amounts to noth- 
ing more than a declaration for the 
time of fundamental law, continuing 
so long only as a majority of the peo- 
ple are satisfied therewith, and leav~- 
ing no intervening difficulties or 
apace of time of any importance be- 
tween the proposition to amend the 
Constitution and the ability to carry 
the suggestion into effect. Whereas, 
constitutions were previously regard- 
ed as covering only the fundamentals 
of government and of human rights, 
and therefore to be adopted he 
er the requirement of consider- 
deliberation and intervening 
time, the actual situation at this 
time is that. barring a little greater 
expense, it is as easy to amend the 
constitution of the State as to pass 
a legislative act, and almost as easy 
as it is t® amend a town ordinance. 

Whether this situation is whole- 
some and beneficial, depends wholly 
upon the point of view. It is con- 
fessedly contrary te historical 
authority, and directly the opposite 
of the theories of the founders of this 
government. However, these consid- 
erations are serious or otherwise, de- 
pending upon whether we are in- 
clined to revere the fathers or to 
muckrake them, as is now becoming 
quite popular. And also as to wheth- 


er the teachings of history are; 


deemed of weight and importance, or 
as to whether the wishes or supposed 
interests vs b reg hour or the day are 
e only gu 

the adoption of the initiative 
and the referendum amendments to 
the constitution was and is of funda- 
mental importance, there have been 
but few amendments proposed by 
this method, but continuing and in- 
creasing numbers of amendments 
have been proposed by the Legisla- 
ture, and most of these have been 
adopted. The process of amendment 
bas gone on at such an _ increasing 
ratio that it is not tmprobable that 
the constitution of California is now 
longer, and has appended thereto 
more amendments than the consti- 
tution of any other State or of any 
other government or people. It is 
stated, and while I have not verified 
the statement, it is substantially cor- 
rect, that the constitution of 1879 
has been amended one hundred and 
one times, and it is now confessedly 
in such a voluminous, chaotic and 
contradictory state that if reasonably 
possible there is a consensus of opin- 
lon that its length should be greatly 
reduced, its chaotic form reduced to 
order, and {ts conflicting paragraphs 
reconciled. 


TO HAVE OR NOT TO HAVE © 
A NEW STATE CONSTITUTION.

| tory knows, the last three Legisla- 
tures of the State have been in a 
large majority friendly to the provi- 
sions of the constitution as it stands, 
and to the amendments that ‘have 
been adopted, most of the later 
amendments having Veen submitted 
by overwhelming majorities of the 
members of these last three sessions. 

The constitution now represents 
the work and expresses the will of 
what is known as the radical or 
progressive elements of the State, 
and it therefore might seem surpris- 
ing that the suggestion to adopt a 
new constitution or change the pres- 
ent one should come from the very 
source favorable to the fundamental 
law as expressed in present con- 

is can only be explained upon 

the theory that even those largely re- 
sponsible for the present state of the 
constitution are altogether mindful 
of its excessive length, of its con- 
fused and contradictory form, and 
of its confusing and conflicting pro- 
Visions, and that therefore, quite as 
much as others, they appreciate the 
necessity of reducing its incoherent 
and erratic bulk to something re- 
sembling a brief, logical and concise 
statement of fundamental ~ princi- 
ples. It is also true that those who 
are more in sympathy with what may 
be appropriately described as the 
original American ideas and princi- 
ples of government are heartily dis- 
satisfied with the present constitu- 
tion, and its form, and are earnestly 
desirous of seeing it amended. 

Therefore, it might be assumed out 
of hand that since it its evident that 
both the elements friendly and those 
unfriendly to the constitution agree 
that it should be amended, there 
should remain no question of the pro- 
Priety of proceeding so to do. Not- | 
withstanding this undeniable situa- 
tion, there are most cogent and 
weighty reasons against the procedure 
a new constitution at this 

Apparently we are not either at the 
beginning or the end of the period of 
constitutional reconstruction in Cal- 
ifornia. If a constitutional conven- 
tion were called, it would doubtless 
be composed of elements consistent 
with every existing type, and includ- 
ing some of the most rigid adherents 
of the most fundamental doctrines of 
the American government, likewise 
Socialists up to the present minute 
and ready to share the honors and 
keep step with the crowd. Between 
these two extremes we would find 
represented all of the elements, 
sessing in some degree at least all of 
the innumerable and conflicting views | 
of the present generation upon ques- 
tions of government. If we could as- 
sume that out of this new Babel of 
confilfcting ideas and languages there 
could come a constitution consisten* 
with itself; and representing funda- 
mental doctrines by which the people 
would be willing to abide for a rea- 
fonable period, it might be worth 
while. But it is all too probable that 
in order to reach a conclusion that 
could be accepted or adopted at all, 
and to cover all subjects that were 
insisted upon, the constitution would 
emerge from the convention more 
bulky than it is now, and, if possible, 
with more conflicting sections, articles 
and provisions therein. 


EXTINCT. 


Unfortunately, the of constt!- 
tution exemplified by the Constitution 
of the United States has becor« prac- 
tieally extinct. This great instrument. 
adopted for the common defense and 
the general welfare, and covering the 
delegation of all desired powers from 
the several States to the central gov- 
ernment for the common defense and 
the general welfare, the creation of 
legislative, executive and judicial 
powers of government, and all of the 
far-reaching considerations involved 
in the creation of stich a government, 
was covered by a document that has 
commanded the admiration of think- 
ing people throughout the world, and 
which has required but little amend- 
ment——originally a few to fit the Con- 
stitution to the wishes of a number 
of the States, and later, to meet a 

eat moral issue, and still later, a 
ew and a few only, to adjust the 
government to modern and changed 
methods of industry. Therefore, this 
great instrument has proven its euf- 
ficiency to meet all the demands upon 
it. without amendments, except such 
as will always arise under and in con- 
nection with any instrument dealing 
with changing human affairs. 

The Constitution of the United 
States, and of all of the States, with 
a very few recent exceptions, was 
adopted consistent with certain theo- 
ries of government carefully thought 
out and well understood. That is to 
say, “that the least government was 
the best,” and that individual rights 
were paramount, and individual ex- 
cellence the prime motive, and that. 
individuals should be compelled to 
surrender to society only such limita- 
tions upon their rights as were neces- 
sary and practically indispensalile to 
the common welfare. ; 

The later doctrine, struggling in re- 
cent years for recognition with con- 
siderable success, represents the dia- 
metrically-opposite theory that so- 
clety is the prime consideration, and 
}the Individual is but a “social unit” 
and that the first and larger considera- 
tion relates to the welfare of the mass 
of society, and that the individual has 
only such rights as may be alloweé, in 
view of the predominating rights of 
the social body. 

A careful examination of our pres- 
ent Constitution, with its amendments, 
while it will indicate many amend- 
ments merely expressive of a changed 
point of view, and others to adjust 
the powers of the State to the mod- 
ern business methods and to the ade- 
quate control_of public utilities, wtI!! 
indicate and demonstrate that the 
tendency has been away from the 
bill of rights, so called, and to limit 
the rights of individuals and extend 
the powers of government. The up- 
to-the-minute !tdea now, frankly and 
fully expressed, being that the doc- 
trine that the least government is 
best is wrong, and that it becomes the 
province and the duty of government 
to devote itself to the control, regu. 
lation, limitation, aid and protection 
of the individual wherever its proc- 
esses, restrictions and assistance are 
assumed to be for the social and gen- 
eral benefit or of advantage to the 
individual. 

Such an examination of the Con- 
stitution and its amendments wil! 
demonstrate that while the bill of 
rights, so called, and all.of the pro- 
visions for the protection of Individua) 
rights and property have been con- 
tinued, unrepealed and unamended, 
that there an increasing 
number of amendments undertaking 
to withdraw, limit or override these 
individual rights, and with specia) 
reference to property rights. 

WHAT IS WANTED? 

In the first place we may, t 
fore, submit that no people should 
undertake to adopt a constitution at 
all until there ts a fair consensus of 
opinion as to what they want. No 
people should attempt to adopt a4 
constitution unti] they are willing to 
designate, in unqualified language, 
exactly what individual pr persona] 
rights consist of, and the limitations 
thereof. If they are of a state of 
mind to adhere to past doctrines to 
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not by direction, but by indirection, of 
endeavoring to limit and take away 
these rights in certain directions, or 
as to certain classes, then they are 
not in a state of mind to adopt a 
constitution that will prove bene- 
ficial or workable, and that will not 
require almost instant and constant 
amendment. 
History, I think, will demonstrate 
that conflicts of this character sooner 
or later reach a determinative point, 
and I have no doubt that within a 
reasonable period of years the peuple 
of California will be prepared to 
adopt a new, fundamental and com- 
prehensive declaration of rights and 
of fundamental law, and by which 
they will be willing to abide for a 
reasonable and substantial length of 
time. That we are in any such a 
position now I do not think can be 
fairly contended. It may appear to 
any that progressive movements al- 

ys go ahead, and that within a 
few years the American ideas of 
government will be so fundamentally 
changed that the constitution which 
will be adopted will be for society 
and for the mass, and will leave to 
the individual only such protection 
and only such rights and only such 
property as the majority are willing 
to accord. 

However, history is not in accord 
with this view. People at times in- 
cline to radical movements of this 
character, but sooner or later comes 
the reversion as to one form or an- 
other of government that gives cer- 
tain security to the individual, certain 
definite and established lines of pro- 
cedure, and certain security and in- 
centive in the accumulation of prop- 
erty, and the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
have always heretofore been  pe- 
cullarly inclined in this latter direc- 
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We may, therefore, fairly assume, 
I think, that while obvious necessity 
requires that individual rights shall 
give way where public use, public 
necessity and public re- 
quire it, nevertheless the Ameri- 
can mind will find a way to accom- 
plish this, and a way to define and 
limit this public authority so that 
outside of these limitations and in- 
side of them, so far as public right 
is consistent therewith, there will be 
established clear, firm and sufficient 
}constitutional limitations that will 
continue to foster and protect. in- 
dividual excellence, individual in- 
itiative, and individual industry, 
without which neither society nor gov- 
ernment can permanently thrive or 
prosper. — 
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A CONVENTION? 

It may be that a i constitutional 
convention will be called. In fact, I 
think it is somfiewhat probable that 
such will be the result, because each 
side will be inclined to think that it 
will get what it wants as a result 
of such convention. My own proph- 
ecy is that neither side will get what 
it wants, and that nobody will be sat- 
isfied. Those who stand for the fun- 
damental doctrines of American gov- 
ernment will not be strong or nu- 
merous enough to cause the constitu- 
tion to tend back to so-called funda- 
mental doctrines, and those who favor 
so-called progressive or advanced 
views of government will have neither 
the unity of view, the coherency of 
ideas, or the courage to write out/adopt a fundamental schemes a ae

The Secretary of 
that department is former Represent- 
ative W. B. Wilson, who, when-tIn the 
House, was chairman of the commit- 
tee on that organization, and who had 
previously been an active trade-union 
man. When he took office the ques- 
ion placed before him was whether 
be could assume a distinctly non-par- 
tisan character, leaning neither to the 
side of employers nor to that of em- 
Hleyees. He has -not been able to 


‘In the act creating the Department 

of Labor was included the following 
provisions: 

“That the Secretary of Labor shall 
have power to aet as mediator and 
to: appoint commissioners of concilia- 
tidn in labor disputes whenever in his 
judgment the interésts of industrial 
peace may require it to be done.” 

“this act Was aprvered March 4, 
1913. On July 15, following, there 
mediation, conciliation and arbitration 
in é¢ontroversies between certain em- 
plovers and their employees.” This 
latter aet related solely to railroads 
and other eommon earriers and pro- 
vided for a reguiar board of media- 


ition which should in future settle dis- 


putes between railways and their em- 
ployees when such service was de- 
sired.. The work thus provided for 


‘had im the past been done by the Bu- 


reau pf Labor (now the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics,) which has been 
moved into the new Department of 
Labor, although it was formerly in the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 


The head of that bureau had made a 
success, of his mediation, working 
with the chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and others. So 
far had he succeeded that most of his 
time was occupied in settling labor 
disputes into which he and ‘his col- 
leagues had been voluntarily sum- 
moned by the parties. Jt was sup- 
posed that by removing this field of 
work a giving it to a special com- 
mission, while retaining to the De- 
periment of Labor simply the field of 
ndustrial mediation and conetliation, 


jthe latter would be given a chance 


to do in the industrial world what 
had already been successfully done in 
the railréad world, and would carry 
the preeetients already established by 
the eld Bureau of Labor forward in a 
successful and growing manner. This 
was probably the most important sin- 
gle dyty assigned to the mew depart- 
ment. The situation was serious and 
especially} important because that 
time existed a disturbed cCondi- 
tion In vatious places which has since 
involved the labor forees ef some five 
different States, producing a condition 
bordering upon civil war in large ter- 
ritories. In West Virginia, for ex-

The fresh-air type of house has rev- 


| olutionized poultry keeping. Such 
houses should be at least twelve feet 
deep, though, with the perches at the 
back. The common shed-roof pattern 


which the average man builds in his 
back yard is about as good as any. 
Made with single boarded walls and 
covered with roofing pdper, it ought 
not to cost more than a dollar for 
each fowl to be confined in it. The 
renter can buy a ready-made portable 
house and take it along with him 
when he moves. No man likes to do- 
nate a hen house to his landlord. 

The farmer will pay a long price to 
get the best blood into his cattle, 
while he ignores his feathered mort- 
gage lifters. Yet breeding is as im- 


portant with poultry as with horses 


and cows. An Englishman has come 
over here with a lot of White Leg- 
horns and has walked off with most 
of the honors at Storrs. He knows 
how to breed. He has already speeded 
up his hens. 

No one but himself knows the 
Englishman's formula, but there are 
many Americans who would like to. 
On general principle, the pullets 
which lay first in the fall and heavi- 
est in midwinter are the birds to 
use as breeders, but not that season. 
Right there is where many amateurs 
make their first great mistake. They 
try to pick out the pullets which have 
laid heaviest all winter and set their 
eges. What is the result? Why, the 
eggs hatch poorly, while the chickens 
are anaemic and unprofitable. Nat- 
urally enough, too, if you stop to 
think about the matter. A heavy lay- 
ing hen has so exhausted herself by 


incapable of producing strong and vi- 
rile chicks. Save those pullets until 
the second season, pen them by them- 
selves and allow them to take their 
own good time about laying. Then 
they will give you some chicks worth 
while, provided they are mated with 
a well-bred cockerel. 


UST here come eugenics as applied 

to poultry. With all stock breeders 
great store is set by the sire, yet 
for years the poultry experts breed- 
ing for eggs devoted most of their 
attention to the female of the species. 
Read the reports of the Maine state 
station to see how badly this plan 
worked out. Of late the experts have 
revised their theories. They tell us 
now that as much or more depends 
upon the cock. To get more eggs, 
therefore, you use a male from a pen 
of extra prolific hens. He transmits 
the egg laying tendency to the pullets 
which he sires. This is the latest se- 
cret of heavy egg production, an open 
secret, as you see. 

Yet our chanticleer has no cause to 
boast himself, for likewise it has 
been decreed that when the hatching 
season is over he shall be inconti- 
nently banished. The average farmer 
believes that the hens lay better when 
there are a few roosters to boss them 
around. Actually, they yield more 
eggs when the “hens only” sign is 
up. Some progressive egg farmers 
never have a male bird on the prem- 
ises, which is an innovation. but 
made feasible by the new plan of sell- 
ing day-old chicks. They simply 
place an order for as many chickens 
as they will need and rid themselves 
of all incubation troubles.

CCORES of inventors are devising 
new things to sell poultry keepers. 
The back-lotters are the best buyers, 


interested, especially in something 
which seems to economize labor. If 
a poultry keeper works all the time 
it is not because he is enamored of 
work. Now, the ordinary brooder 
will safely accommodate fifty chick- 
ens. A new kind will care for nearly 
a thousand. Practical breeders 
looked askance at it when it was 
first introduced; it promised too 
much. Now, however, they are be- 
ginning to use it and have time to 
go fishing. For my part, I was as 
skeptical as the others until I saw 
one of the brooders and heard the 
testimony of the horny handed old 
farmer who was using it. It is really 
a little stove so arranged that it de- 
flects the heat to the backs of the 
chicks as they gather in a great cir- 
cle around it, stretching themselves 
out luxuriously on the warm sand. 

A difference of ten eggs a year 
from each hen in a back yard flock 
may mark the line between profit and 


loss. So may the time of year when | 


the majority of the eggs produced 
by the hens are laid. In winter 
they will bring sixty cents a dozen; 
in summer as little as twenty-five 
cents. If the birds are confined, the 
summer feed bill will not be much 
less than that of winter, while the 
income will be more than halved. 
The aim, then, must be not only to 
get more eggs but to get them at a 


plans of Nature for hens to lay. For- 
tunately, the laying tendency is flex- 
ible. Breeding and management 
bend Nature to man’s will. 


ULLETS to lay heavily in winter 
should begin before the snow flies. 
Of late there has been a lazy tendency 
to postpone hatching too late in the 
spring. March and early April is the 
proper hatching season. October 
the month for the first eggs to ap- 
pear. Pullet eggs laid in September 
are usually small. It is an imposi- 
tion on a customer to ask the regular 
price for them. Some stores now 
display pullet eggs marked at re- 
duced rates. 
Pullets should be in winter quar- 
ters by the first of October. Moving 
them later will check the egg yield. 
When laying birds must be shifted 
from one house to another, it is well 
to make the change at night and to 
omit the evening meal. If an abun- 
dance of grain is given in the litter 
in the early morning, the hens will 
be too busy satisfying their hunger 
‘to observe the new surroundings. 
. Every effort should be made to 
keep the flock cheerful and contented. 
The psychology of poultry keeping is 
of more importance than is some- 
times realized. Fright, harsh treat- 
ment and unpleasant quarters have 
disastrous effects on the egg yield. 
One Leghorn breeder declares that 
the passing of a stranger through his 
long laying house will cut down the 
number of eggs laid that day. No- 
body gets into that house at the 
height of the laying season except 
the poultry keeper. 
The birds must have exercise to be 
kept in normal condition. That 
means that they should be kept busy 
scratching in a litter of straw or 
leaves five or six inches deep for 
their grain ration. His satanic ma-

still following the Greek system of 
centuries before the Christian era. 


In the Greek system followed so 
generally until’ our own day the cur- 
riculum included little ‘outside of 
what is known as “the humanities.” 
This ‘meant literature, mathematics, 
and scarcely anything else. Litera 
ture of course included philosophy, 
and the mathematics of the schools 
was more or less theoretical and very 
little practical. 


It is clear why this should be so, 
and just as clear why Dr. Gray is de- 
manding so emphatically a change in 
the subjects pursued in. American 
schools. In the past, until quite re- 
cently, there was no such thing as an 
organized system of industries, but 
all the mechanical arts were carried 
on by the trade system under individ- 
ual efforts. There was another rea- 
son. In the past until quite recently 
the plain people had no place in the 
schools. They were meant for the 
so-called “higher classes,” and the 
work was chiefly to prepare men for 
the professions or for artistic pursuits, 


jand in the professions one may well 


include statesmanship and the studv 
of philosophy. Here is where the 
parting of the ways comes between 
the past art.’ the present, and the di- 
verging lines separate farther and far 
ther as day follows day. The public 
schools of America are particularly 
institutions where the plain people re- 
ceive their training. Not one in a 
hundred of the youth who attend the 
public schools is int .ded for an ar- 
\tistic or a_ professional career, but 
they have to earn their living and 
score their success in life in industrial 
pursuits, The industries of our* time 
are organized on magnificent scales, 
and o1 ‘vy those thoroughly trained to 
enter :ato the competition can hope 
for success. 

There is another reason for these 
changes in the public-school system 
demanded by Dr. Gray. The appren- 
tice system which once prevailed in 
modern industries carried on through 
the trade system and largely by indi- 
vidual effort has suffered annihilation 
at the hands of -two_ influences 
Among the most largely-organized 


industrial systems of the day looms 
up trades-unionism, and this system

Then these industries, organ- 
ized on such an enormous scale, call 
for ready-trained onerati es and make 
no place because of, press of time for 
apprentices.

T THE opening of the last decade of

Then came a 
falling off, the figures running under $3,000,- 
600 a year, until the opening of the current 
cencury, which showed for 1901, 2730 per- 
mits, costing $4,381,855. In the year follow- 
ing the number of permits nearly doubled, 
and the cost more than doubled. For the 
two following years the permits ran to 7000 
each, or nearly that,| and the cost was over 
$13,000,000 each. With the year 1905 the 
rermits jumped to 9543 and the cost to 
$15,482,067. The next year showed a falling 


cff in the permits, brt the cost ran to over] 


$18,064,000. Then followed three lean years, 
begicning with the panic one of 1907, when 
the record went back five years or more. 
But in 1910 the permits reached 10,738, and 
the cost $21,684,100. Nineteen hundred and 
eleven followed with a large increase, show- 
ing permits issued to the number of 12,408, 
end a cost of $23,004,185. The year 1912 
showed a tremendous increase, with 16,453 
permits and a cost of $31,366,357. At the 
begtv ing of 1913 the “experts” all prophe- 
sied great things for the year. These great 
expectations were fulfilled until about the 
last quarter of the year, during which there 
has been a remarkable falling off in bust- 
ness. But in spite of this the year will 
stand with a high record to date, permits 
numbering, in round numbers, 16,500, and 
the cost $31,500,000.

What- 
ever may be the correct statement as to 
production, the people of the United States 
lead all nations in the consuming of this 
fruit, last year making a record of 60,000,000 
pounds. This, according to the experts who 
deal in statistics, exceeds the entire produc- 
tion of the world. There are but few parts 
of the world where the nut flourishes well 
enough to make it a commercial! proposition. 
These regions are in France along the 
Rhone, in Italy around Naples, and in China 
in portions of Manchuria, and Southern 
California, the largest producer of all. Ac- 
cording to the statisticians who study food 
values, this nut is one of the most nutri- 
tious foods known to the human race, a 
[small handful being said to contain more 
nutrition than a pound of the best beef. 


Great Rice Growing. 


ICE promises to become a staple crop 

in California. Its cultivation was begun 
in the damp lands along the Sacramento by 
Japanese farmers a few years ago, and 
proved very successfvl. Now Americans 
are taking up the industry, and it has ex- 
tended to Kern county in the fan Joaquin 
Valley, where in the old bed of the Tulare 
Lake one company is about to plant 1000 
acres. A beginning was made here a few 
years ago and paved successful. Those en- 
gaged in this venture say that in their opin- 
jon Kern county will soon furnish enough 
rice to meet all the demand of Southern 
California. It is significant that the pro- 
moters of this industry are the Crown Co- 
lumbia Paper Company. Thus one indvstry 
begets another, for if rice culture results 
favorably, the manufacture of rice paper 
may be looked upon as a foregone conclu- 
-sion. 


Beautiful South!and Homes. 

HE beauty of the homes in Southern 

California, particularly in Los Angeles 
and its suburbs, is a svbdject of never-failing 
interest to permanent residents as well as 
to newcomers. It is a common thing to read 
records like the following: Gen. C. M.

Using Irregular Surfaces. 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA in its land- 

scapes is anything but “flat, stale and 
unprofitable.” It is neither one nor the 
other. But the people who lay out towns, 
cities and tracts often combine all three un- 
desirable qualities. In many parts of South- 
ern California towns and cities the streets 
‘should have followed the contour of the 
natural surface instead of spending huge 
sums of money in reducing the hills and fill- 
ing the valleys. This process, however 
necessary in the business center, is detri- 
mental rather than benefcial in residence 
districts. Out on the corner of Hoover and 
Vendome streets the own’r of an irregvlar 
lot 275 feet on Hoover by 250 on Vendome, 
with a flat-iron shape and very broken con- 
tour, has been puzz'ed as to how to utilize 
his property. He has very sensibly decided 
to let the ground stand in its natural form 
and improve it with a number of flat build- 
ings perched along the sides of the incline.

Alaska Gold Deposits. 

HE geology and mineral resources of a 
part of the Yukon-Tanana region, Alaska, 
including the gold placers of Rampart and 
Hot Springs, are described in a report jvst 
issued by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey as Bulletin 535, by Henry M. Eakin.

Protected by Bees. 
[New York Sun:] Ralph Dawson lives 


Palisade, Neb. His nearest neighbor is four 
miles away., He makes a living bv raising 
garden truck and chickens; he also keeps 
bees. 

Two men, apparently tramps, approached 
Dawson's little home in a deep draw near 
the French River. Dawson is suspicious of 


The men withdrew, but returned in a short 
time with a heavy piece of timber with 
which they tried to batter down the en- 
trance. 
The honey bees became excited’ and be- 
gan to sting the tramps. Just as the door 
was about to give way th- 
more vigorous and the intruders were forced 
to cease beating down the door and protect 
themselves. 
But the fighting bees were not to be 
driven off and the tramps began a retreat. 
One of them ran to the French River and 
escaped the attacks by plunging into the 
water. He swam to the opposite bank and 
disappeared. The other ran in an opposite 
direction with hundreds of bees after hii. 
Dawson says both men were screaming at 
the top of their voices as they disappeared. 
They did not return. 
Dawson has left the bees an extra large 
amount of the honey for the winter because 
of their valor. He has purchased a revolver 
and a shotgun and will reinforce the bees if 
urwelcome visitors approach his hut again. 


Mulscs Still 

[New Yor: Sun:] Tto mule always will 
be a necessi*y in the army despite improve- 
ments in motor trucks, aécording to army 
quartermaster., who are Laving their trou- 
bles in‘an effort to find a sufficient number 
of suitable horses for the military establish- 
ment. 


The quartermasters say that the automo- 
bile has finally had its influence on the 
horse, and there is a distinct falling off in 
production. If a sudden emergency should 
arise it would be impossible to supply the 
army up to war strength with high grade 
mounts. A more liberal appropriation by 
Congress would enable army quartermasters 
to purchase enough ahi~als to supply the 
military at peace strer-sth. 

The motor trvek also is affecting the sup- 
ply of draught animals, but that has to do 
mostly with the mules, so far as the army is 
concerned. However, the mule always will 
be a necessity for service with troops in 
the field. Army motor trucks will be use- 
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astern States, even before they were ex- 
tended to their present dimensions and 
abandoned permanently to these tribes, con- 
tained an important settlement of whites. 
The nearest and only approach to white oc- 
cupation of the region was the small Mor- 
mon colony at Tuba, ninety miles north of 
Flagstaff, where by means of irrigation a 
few families contrived to eke out a preca- 
rious livelihood. Before the days of the 
railroads Tuba was the only permanent set- 
tlement along the old wagon trail bet ween 
Utah and the Mormon colonies at Show- 
flake, St. Johns and the White Mountain 
country of eastern Arizona. On account of 
friction with the Navajos the Tuba set- 
tlers a few years ago sold their lands to ‘the 
United States Indian Service, which has 
utilized the site for an Indian school. | 
From Tuba to the northeast corner of the 
State lies a veritably untrodden waste, the 
least-known portion of the United States. 
There is scarcely a road or sign of white 


habitation in its entire breadth of 150 milés. 


| Otherwise, it is vanes of the evidences of 
human occupation. 


A few years ago one of the most impor- 
tant groups of prehistoric ruins in the South- 
west was discovered in this region. Its ex- 
istence had often been suggested in the tra- 
ditional tales of the Moc iis, but they were 
loath to reveal its wherenbouts, probably 
for the reason that it was the ancestral 
abode of some of the living clans of the 
tribe, who held it in sacred veneration, 
their priests or shamans returning there on 
certain occasions to worship at the old 
shrines of their fathers, as is the wont of 
the pueblo stocks. Aside from preliminary 
examinations made by Edgar L. , Hewett of 
the School of American Archaeology, and 
by Dr. F. W. Fewkes of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, these ruins have never,been sci- 


‘entifically investigated. So important are 


they regarded from a scientific standpoint 
that they have been set aside as the Navajo 
National Monument.

Canyon near the Arizona-Nevada line. 


From Flagstaff to Lee’s Ferry—named 
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It is the very holy of holies of the Painted 
Desert, given over to a few wandering 
Navajos and Pas-Utes, as fantastic in their 
strange garb as ever an Arab on his na- 


To the north and east as far as the eye 
can reach and then melting away in the 
purple haze of the distance extends a riot 
of color intensified under a burning sun 
into endless streamers of every tint and hue 
known to the palette. And there, too, is the 
riot of form, great fractured mountains and 
mesas chiseled into infinitely varied de 
endless belts of 
color rise and fall in pleasing undulations. 
And it is silent—absolutely voiceless. The 
very air “a solemn stillness holds”—a 
stillness portentous and saturnine.

the United States Department of the Inte- 
rior made a trip into this untrodden part 
of the State in search of renegade Indians 
repotted to be starving. Instead of finding 
the disttessing conditions expected, he suc- 
ceeded in promptly getting lost. After 
wandering aimlessly about for a few days 
he fipally found his way out, encountering 
in his peregrinations Pah-Ute and Navajo 
women and children, who in his opinion had 
never before seen a white man. 


That whole portion of the State north 
of the Mogqui villages and of Chin Lee is in 
fact Hut little known. Outside of the few 
goverpment Indian schools, trading posts 
and missions, it is doubtful if the region 
harbors a single white person. It is a rich 
field for the ethnologist and archaeologist, 
and parts of it are said to abound in forest 
and other natural resources. 

As little known perhaps to the people of 
Pay State and yet fully as interesting is 
that part of Arizona lying between the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado and the 
Arizona-Utah boundary line, an area of 
more than 8500 square miles, equaling in 
size the State of New Jersey and forming 


after John D. Lee, who concealed himself 
there after the Mountain Meadow massacre, 
of which he was one of the instigators and 
for which he was finally executed—it is 150 


miles by the old wagon road, and from Lee’s . 


Ferry to Fredonia, the only important get- 
tlement in the Coconino county portion 
of “the strip,” it is perhaps 100 miles 
more, this latter part being by way of the 
Vermillion Cliffs, the Pariah Plateau, House 
Rock Valley, the Buckskin Mountains, the 
ancestral home of the Pah-Utes, thence into 
Utah and finally back into Arizona to the 
little Mormon settlement of 150 people on 
Kanab Creek, Fredonia, the farthest and 
most difficult of access from its county seat 
of any village perhaps in the United States. 

During President Roosevelt's administra- 
tion “the strip” was made, by executive 
proclamation, a national game preserve, all 
classes of wild animals native to the region 
not yet extinct being found there in great 
abundance. It contains further two forest 
reserves, the Kaibab and the Dixie, ard 
a part of one Indian reservation, the Ka)- 
bab, given over to the Pah-Utes. Parts of

OUR genuine epicurean will assure you 
that one of the most important factors 
for the subtle enjoyment of good wine is 
clean hands. If the hands are washed im- 
mediately before drinking, with a soap 
which exhales a particular scent, the wine 
is immediately enhanced in taste and qual- 
ity. As one raises the glass to the mouth 
the subtleties of the perfume mingle with 
the wine. The sense of smell plays so large 
a part in the sense of taste that no dish is 
ever served to the gastronomes in which 
this has not been taken into consideration.

A CHRISTMAS HIKE. 

T HAS been my good fortune to have 
f spent many holiday seasons in the open 

on this western coast. But I still think 


my first Christmas hike was the best of all. 


It certainly was a trip well calculated to 
thrill a tenderfoot, and to instill into his 
breast an undWing love for the country he 
‘was exploring for the first time. 

There was at that time—and the same 
remains true today—no more unvisited strip 
of land in all the Southwest than that lying 
along the seacoast south of Newport Bay, 
and extending for perhaps some fifteen 
miles to where the waters of Trabuco Creek 
meet and mingle with the tides of ocean. 
On this coast one travels alone, and rarely 
sees a human éace till his journey is done. 
There is, indeed, one settlement on the 
shore, that of Laguna, midway down the 
coast. 

It was to this charmingly out-of-the-way 
place that a newly-arrived friend from lowa 
had been invited to spend Christmas, and 
rriend along. How eagerly we 
looked forward to that trip; what laying of 
plans and consylting of maps! We even 
bought a tide table and studied it. Having 
filled our heads with distances and direc- 
tions, we concluded that we could travel 
from Newport and arrive, if we were rea- 
sonably diligent, at Laguna in time for the 
big dinner Christmas Eve. 

We left Los Angeles in the early dawn, 
and while the morning mists were sliding 
slowly up the vast wall of the Sierra Madre, 
our car sped southward through the sub- 


urbs, past litrle farms and wooded eucalyp- 


tus lands, to the sea. Rounding the base 
of Signal Hill, the trolley line follows 
closely the ocean's shore, and then and 
there two tenderfeet became acquainted 
with the Pacific at close range. Our back- 
East eyes and minds had to stretch quite 
a bit that morning to take in the vast 
scenery through which we passed. On our 
right was the ocean, with Catalina lying in 
full view, and on the left, across the marsh 
lands and distant valleys were more moun- 
tains than we had ever seen before, with 
snow on their topmost peaks. 

The now thriving beach city of Newport 
was then a quiet little fishing village, and 
was the only scene of life along the shores 
of Newport Bay. Even our arrival did not 
seem to stir things up very much that morn- 
ing. But we did not mind that. We felt 
that we were indeed getting away from the 
crowd and the woes of civilization. On all 
that great inland sheet of water there was 
not a sail to ve seen, nor a boat of any de- 
scription, save the one at the little dock, 
which was to carry us across to the shores 
of Corona del Mar. Very different is the 
scene today, where launches sputter in all 
directions, where rowboats go in fleets, 
where motor boats speed up and down the 
water lanes. Now the ya@htsman spreads 
his white sails, and the canoe, migrating 
from its classic home on the Charles River 
in the far East. and from Belle Isle, is seen 
on this western water in ever-increasing 
numbers. 

Our craft that day was a little side- 
wheeler, propelled by steam, and has no 
doubt long since gone to the port of missing 


ghips. But it carried us securely down the 


stretches of the great empty bay, past the 


untenanted shores where there has aince! 


sprung up as if by magic the great resort 
called Balboa, queen among the beaches. A 
desert then of sand and water and lonely 
shore line, it now is enjoyed by thousafids 
of nature lovers every summer. 

Our brave craft landed us safely at the 
farther side of the bay, with our bags and 
our lunch, and at once paddled back whence 
it came, and we were alone—but not lonely, 
for seals poked their heads above the water 
and gazed at us, and porpoises went wheel- 
ing by, and overhead were always the gulls. 
Out on the bar at the inlet the surf came 
charging in, in white rollers of foam, and 
rocky point reared its crags above the 
sands of the beach. It was a beautiful 
and entrancing scene, and one which has 
never lost its charm, though often revisited 
since that inftial trip. 

Here, from the heights of the San Joaquin 
hills the country slopes to the sea, ending 
in sheer cliffs whose mighty palisades wind 
away’ in many a cove and promontory as 
far as the eye can reach. 

Who shall describe the varied ney of 
that coast, its pebbly stretches, its smooth 
sand beaches, its giant causeways of mighty 


towers and turrets in stone, its ancient lava 
beds, once flowing in molten masses, and 


strewn everywhere shells, barnacles, kelp,| 


-broken timbers, rusty irons, or an anchor 
from some long-lost ship—the debris of the 
sea? To add to our entertainment the re- 
treating tide left numberless pools in the 
rocks, nature's own aquariums, green with 
moss and seaweed. Here, beneath the 
crystal-clear water might be observed star- 
fish, sea urchins and anemones. Limpets 
clung to the rocks; tiny fish darted about, 
in terror at the peering eyes overhead, 
while numbertess tiny crabs dragged their 
little shell houses over the bottom of the 
pool. 

At one point in our travels we came to a 
place where a whole fleet of jellyfish had 
been floated ashore and left stranded by the 
tide. There were literally hundreds of 
them, beautifully streaked and marked, and 
varying in size from that of a saucer to a 
foot and a ‘alf in diameter. In all my 
walking trips along the beach since, I have 
only occasionally met with jellyfishes, and 
then only with a single specimen at a time. 
Neptune was especially generous with his 
treasures thar day. 

We proved this, nioreover, by the num- 
ber of shells we found. Of the rare and 
beautiful bubble shell we found many per- 
fect specimens. These shells are so delicate 
that they seldom reach the shore in an un- 
broken condition. Scallop shells we foynd 
in abundance, and the well-named razor- 
shell. Many coffee shells were added to 
our collection. At that time fairly numer- 
ous, they have since become very rare, and 
one might walk the beach for miles today 
without finding a _ single specimen to re- 
ward the most diligent search. Of abalones 
we found many, the small specimens very 
perfect in form, but the larger ones much 
weathered from lying on, the higher part 
of the shore, and quite coloriess. Aside 
from shells there were many pebbles and 
rocks of peculiar texture to be gathered, 
and masses of white coraline rock, so that 
the bags with which we had provided. our- 
selves for this very purpose were soon as- 
suming a portly form and becoming matters 
of some weight. 

What with our searching for shells and 
loitering we had made slow work of our 
journey, and it was nearly dark when we 
passed through the little settlement of La- 
guna. The sun was just sinking behind the 
purple peaks of Catalina Island when we 
arrived at the bungalow on the cliff which 
was our destination. 

The lady of the house gave the two 
tramps a royal welcome, and after a short 
rest we stepped outside to see what we 
could of ,our whereabouts in the little of 
daylight that yet remained. Also we wished 
to watch “hubby,” who we were informed 
was down on the beach hunting for aba- 
lones. 

We found that the house sat on the very 
edge of a cliff some seventy-five feet in 
height, and commanded a wonderful view 
both up and down the coast and out to those 


*beautiful islands lying on the water in the 


west. A footpath led down steeply to the 
beach where the cliff broke into a confused 
mass of rock. This flanked a charming lit- 
tle sand beach, which in turn led to an- 
other confused mass of boulders reaching 
out into the surf. It was a wild and in- 
spiriting scene and painted in glorious sun- 
set colors. 

We soon found our host. He was wad- 
ing breast-deep where the sea entered a 
cavern in the cliff. Old clothes fit only for 
a good soaking and much patience are the 
concomitants of an abalone hunt; also a 
short iron bar with which to pry the “foot” 
of the animal from ‘the rock, for it can and 
does stick tighter than a mustard plaster.

All of 
the arms, artillery and munitions of war 
belonging to the Mexican government at 
Cahuenga should be delivered to Col. Fre- 
mont, and he was to be permitted to march 
without opposition to Los Angeler. After 
the treaty was signed, Gen. Picu was to 
have two hours in which to stack his arms 
aud retire his forces from the fortifications. 
Then Fremont was to march in and possess 
the spoils. On the other hand, Col. Fre 
mont agreed that the army under Gen. Pico 
should be permitted to retire peaceably to 
their homes, and should there remain unmo- 
}lested, and certain officers who, under Cer- 
bol Barelas, had in September previous vio- 
lated their paroles theretofore given, should 
be pardoned; and to this the gringo com- 


mantor pledged the of the gringo gov 
ernment.” 
Maj. Bell goes on to state that Gen. Pico, 


gives the following account of the Caboenen 
encounter: | 

“We entereti the Pass of San Bernardo 
on the morning of the 12th, expecting to 
find the enemy there in force; but the Call 
fornians had fallen back before our advance, 
and the pass was undisputed. In the after- 
noon we encamped at the mission of San 
Fernando, the residence of Don Andreas 
Pi' who was, at present, in chief command 


of the Californian troops. Their encamp-| 
ment was within two miles of the mission, 


and in the evening Don Jesus, with a mes- 
sage from me, made a visit to Don Andreas. | 
The next morning, accompanied only by 
Don Jesus, I rode over to the camp of the 
Californians, and, in a conference with Don 
Andreas, the important features of a treaty 
of capitulation were agreed upon. . 

“A truce was ordered; commissioners on 
each side were appointed, and on the same 
day a capitulation agreed upon. This was 
approved by myself as military commandant 
representing ‘the United States, and Don 
Andreas Pico, commander-in-chief of the 
Californians. With this treaty of Cahuenga 
hostilities ended and California was left 
peaceably in our possession, to be finally se- 
cured to us by the treaty. of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo in 1848.” 

am glad to say,” writes 
Stockton, “that, by the capitulation, we have 
recovered the gun taken by the insurgents 
at the sed defeat of Gen. Kearny at San 
Pasqual.” 

Willard’s history of Los Angeles states 
that Jesus Pico was sent into the camp of 
the Californians to urge their surrender to 
Fremont, rather than to Stockton, for the 
sake of securing better terms. The articles 
of capitulation were ratified by the opposing 
generals on the 13th of January, 1847, “at 
the Cahuenga ranch, house, only a few miles 
out of Los Angeles.” A part of the walls of 
this house are still btanding at the opening 
of the famous pass of Cahuenga. 

“It was agreed that the (Californians 
should surrender their artillery and public 
arms and should take the parole not to as- 


vary in brightness in a remarkable manner. 
yEvery star is a great hot sun, millions of 
times larger than our little earth, and some 
of the stars which look to us to be single 
stars are really two suns so- clese together 
that they look to us like one.

We 
see the star growing dimmer and dimmer 
for about three hours; at the end of this 
time the center of the darker star is directly 
in front of the ¢enter of the bright one. 
Then the darker one moves steadily past 
the star, and in time the star that had been 
dimmed shines out in full brightness. A 
little less than three days afterwarg-we see 
the same thing happen again. Buf none of 
these stars shine so bright as first magni- 
tude stars, nor are they made so faint by 
the darker star as to be wholly invisible to 
the eye. 

“Sometimes a ‘new’ star blazes out in 
the heavens. Perhaps, when this happens, 
a dark star has ‘plowed’ through one of the 
nebulous clouds in space, and its surface is 
thus heated by friction from a dark crust 
to a brilliant vaporous mass. Or perhaps 
when we see such a new star it means that

Bulletin on Acacias. 
VALUABLE PUBLICATION BY 


THE GOVERNMENT. 

O OTHER bulletin issued by the United 
N States Department of Agriculture in 
recent years is of so great importance 
as one just out of press, entitled “An Eco- 
nomic Study of Acacias” by Charles How- 
ard Shinn, Forest Examiner. This bulle- 
tin is of peculiar and unusual value to the 
people of this State, as it is written by a 
Californian irom a California point of view, 
based upon the lifelong experience of the 
author among these trees. Prof. Shinn was 
formerly, for many )ears, upon the horticul- 
tural staff of the University of California, 
was inspector of forestry stations for that 
institution a quarter century ago and there 
fore had under his direct charge many of 
the experiments with acacia planting of 
which he writes in the bulletin under con- 
sideration. Though close to the allotted 
“three score and ten,"’ Prof. Shinn is a Na- 
tive Son of the Golden West and his father 
before him was a noted horticulturist, in- 
troducing to local culture many of the fruit- 
bearing trees that have since se materially 
added to the fame of California. | 
With such an author, in intimate touch 
and close acquaintance with all of us who 
are workers in the same field, this bulletin 
cannot fail to prove a great and lasting ben- 
efit to the whole State of California and a 
eareful perusal g, its contents cannot result 
otherwise than in-a fuller and deeper appre- 
ciation and a far wi use and more exten 
sive planting of this Zreat family of wonder- 
ful trees, than which none are better adapted 
to growth in all parts of California under 
more widely-varying conditions than is pos- 

sible with any other genus or group. 
Scattered overtthe world are about 150 
species of Acacia, in addition to more than 
300 native to Australia. One important spe- 
cies, Acacia koa, is native to Hawaii, and 
a fine specimen until recently stood in Ely- 
sian Park, close to the main drive through 
the socalled “Botanic Garden.” The bulle- 
tin states that a careful canvass of Califor- 
nia nursery catalogues showed the remark- 
able number of 103 species for sale in this 
State. This is a far greater number than 


C* “ye editor” would have expected to find or 
jis familiar with, though a close and active 
student of the acacias for many years. The 
statement is also made tlat there are more 
acacias and more kinds of acacias in Golden 
Gate Park than at any other one place, con- 
sisting of about half a million trees in sixty 
species. A most interesting and instruc- 
tive record is given of the successful efforts 
to bind the Golden Gate sands through use 
of the shrubbery species of acacias and 
Albizzia lopanta, the latter voluntarily 
creeping down almost within the ocean 
spray. More of this work should be done 
along our southern coast beach resorts, and 
this department will aim to give, in follow- 
ing issues, a list of some of the species, 
known to thrive under local conditions, that 
will arrest the shifting sands in local terri- 
tory, whether these are close to the sea or 


some distance away.

EARLY every reader of these columns 
' knows Coreopsis lanceolata and its va-/\ 
rieties, common as they are to the gardens 
of every State and nearly every country. 
There ig native to Southern California the 
giant of the genus, though very few indeed 
are familiar with it. It occurs sparingly 
on the Channel islands, and is still more 
rare along the coast from San Luis Obispo 


from the sea. It has a hard half-woody 
bare stem often three to four inches in di- 
ameter and four to six, rarely more, feet 
in height. The leaves and flowers are all 
borne in a tuft at the apex of the giant 
stalk. It is now known to science as Core- 
opsis gigantea, though for many years con- 
sidered a Leptosyne.

OULTRY fiesh is, anfortunately, heir 

to many diseases, and poultrymen 

must expect more -or less mortality 
imong their flocks. In some cases the per- 
sentage of deaths runs so high that all 
»rofits are lo6t; in others the death rate is. 
The difference is 
lue to several things-—-vigor of the birds, 


sanitary precautions adopted. 
‘Let it be thoroughly understood that pre-' 
vention of diseases is better than cure. It | 
s easier to keep disease away from the 
lock than to overcome it if it once secures 


rrecautions will usually keep the birds in 
vigorous health. 

Primarily, select fowls of the health type. 

“ull out and market the weaklings. The 
atter are usually poor producers, and are a 
menace to their healthy companions, since 
they are more susceptible to disease. It 
will almost invariably be noticed that the 
specimens lacking in vigor are first at- 
tacked, and from them the disease, if conta- 
zious, is communicated to the rest of the 
flock. 
Then see to it that the houses are dry, 
well ventilated, free from draughts and 
tlean. Remove accumulated droppings at 
frequent intervals. Also damp, filthy or 
musty litter. Give no mouldy grain or 
other unsuitable feed. 

Finally, disinfect the quarters from time 
to time, using freely any good commercial 
disinfectant or whitewash. Keep the feed 
and water receptacles clean by scalding or 
washing with strong disinfectant. Vigor- 
ous birds so cared for will usually remaip 
in good health unless exposed to disease 
through the introduction of stock secured 
from other sources. The latter danger may 
be avoided by quarantining in separate 
quarters all purchased stock until certain 
that it is entirely free from disease. 

Poultrymen are divided in opinion as to 
the dAvisability of treating sick birds indi- 
vidually. In the opinion of the writer, it 
does rot pay to de so unless the specimen 
is unusually valuable. Flock treatment for 


poultryman. As a rule, ff a bird is so sick 
that it requires individual treatment the 
chances are that it will not be of much fur- 
ther value even if apparently cured, and the 
time and money spent in “curing” it will be 
latgely wasted. : 

Most experienced. poultrymen recognize 
the truth of the above, but the amateur is 
more than likely to hold other views and 
become converted only after costly experi- 
ence. It must be confessed that it does re- 
quire considerable nerve to consistently de- 
stroy ailing birds, and it takes much time 
td convince the beginner of the advisability 
of, such a procedure. 

‘It must not be drawn from the above that 
simple colds, chickenpox or ordinary diges- 
tive disturbances are sufficient causes for 
signing the death warrant of the affected in-

, If any sick birds are to be treated, a hos- 
pital should be provided. Any small coop 
or room will serve the purpose, provided it 
is dry and sunny. This should be fitted 
with the required number of small cages 
and food and water dishes for each.

The Black-Tailed Japanese Bantam, as its 
name implies, had its origin in Japan, as 


indicate. The almost uncanny ability of the 
Japanese in producing both. weird and beau- 
tiful creations is well known. Witness the 
dwarf cedars, the Phoenix fowl, the odd and 
beautiful varieties of goldfish and their 
quaint spaniels, which are all so greatly ad- 
mired. Therefore, it is not to be wondered 
at that they shquid, from unpromising ma- 
terial, produce this wonderful little breed of 
fowls. 

Just what eteps were taken to create and 
fix the type cannot be told. Inquiries sent 
to the government authorities in Japan elic- 
ited the very meager information that they 
were produced by crossing a number of na- 
tive breeds of bantams. 

The Japanese breed these birds in many 
combinations of colors, but of these the va- 
rieties which breed true to type are the pure 
white, pure black and the black-tailed white, 
which is the subject of the illustration.

It) 
consists of the substance of the sugar beet 
from which the sugar and moisture have 
been extracted, and in appearance resembles 
certain flaked breakfast foods. After being 
soaked for a time in hot water these flakes 
swell up and look like pieces of freshly 
chopped beets. Most hens soon learn to eat 
this material very readily, though some re- 
fuse it for a long time. In such cases the 
addition of a little salt will often correct 
the trouble. The advantages possessed by 
the beet pvlp are many. Its cost is low, it is 
easily prepared, and it may be stored for 
any ‘tength of time in a dry place without 
risk of deterioration. It is by far the most 
convenient form of green food, though its 
efficiency is doubtless less than that of 
fresh vegetables and sprouted oats. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] My advice to the 
beginner, says Charles V. Keeler, who wants 
to start right, is to buy the best birds your 
purse will allow up to April 1—good line- 
bred breeding stock, bred to reproduce 
itseif. After April 1 and up to June 1 I 
advise the beginner to buy eggs. As a rule, 
if the beginner pays a good price for eggs 
he will obtain them from line-bred stock 
that has been properly mated and that pos- 
sess the power to reproduce themselves in 
standard characteristics. More than one 
customer of mine has defeated me in the 
showroom for one or more prizes with stock 
hatched from eggs I sold him. This is as 
t should be. If the eggs are right, and the 
stock hatched therefrom receives proper 
care, the beginner stands a chance of win- 
ning even the first season's show in com- 
petition with old-time breeders. And this 
is as it should be. 


[faltimore American: ] in 
Europe often grow enthusiastic over the 
superior quality of the table poultry found 
in certain countries and frequently come to 
believe that the superiority is due to the 
breedg of fowls generally bred there. Of 
course this is a mistake. No better chick- 
ens grow under the sun than are found in 
America. The difference in quality, then, 
lies solely in the method adopted in “finish- 
ing” them before placing them on -the mar- 
ket. Too often—in fact in most cases— 
American poultrymen simply grow their 
stock to market size and then dispose of it 
without going to the trouble of further prep- 
aration. In England, France and Belgium, 
and of late in Canada, the poultry growers 
who cater to the high class trade pay spe- 
cial attention to the fattening process and 
thus make their market stock plump, ten- 
der and fine flavored.

ing that time the cancer turned from brown 
to a grayish white color and grew percept- 
ibly smaller. The infected cells seemed to 
be replaced by healthy ones from beneath. 
The treatment was by means of a lead plate 
that fitted over the forehead. In this plate 
was a circular opening that came over the 
cancer. The radium, of which an infinitest- 
mal quantity was used, was mixed with a 
kind of varnish and spread over a circular 
disk just a bit larger than the opening over 
the epithelioma. The marked improvement 
I saw in this- case leads me to state that 
if taken in time I believe radium will have 
a salutary effect on such a growth. 

Some eminent surgeons say that cancer 
is contagious while many deiy it. Others 
believe cancer is a local infection because 
it has been inoculated from one animal. to 
another of the same species and if this can 
be brought abovt experimentally they can 
see no reason why it cannot happen acci- 
dentally. Tillmanns, who spent years study- 
ing the cause of cancers, says there is no 
evidence of a bacterial origin of epithel- 
ioma. That the parasitic origin has not 
been proved and protoz a have not certainly 
been found. 

Cancer, it has beon demcnstrated, can be 
transferred from oe part to another part 
of the same individual, or from one indi- 
vidual to another of the same species, but 
never to one of a different species. Al 
though very rare, it is possible for cancer 
to be spread by contagion, but because it 
is possible to sometimes transfer cancer this 
does not by any means prove that the dis- 


ease is paracitic or infectious; it merely 
shows that tissue has been successfully 
transplanted. 

Functions of the Pineal Gland. 


The investigations of the function of the 
pineal gland, according to the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, have 
yielded the following as probable: An in- 
terference with the metabolism of fat is 
often found-in connection with pathologic 
states of the pineal body, the preponderance 
of evidence indicating that obesity is con- 
nected with a hypofunction of the gland. 
The changes due to disturbance of this func- 
tion take place in young subjects, princtl- 
pally boys under 7 years of age and consist 


in abnormal taliness, unwonted growth & | 


the hair, premature sexual and mental de 
velopment and early maturity. These 
changes usually are associated with symp 
toms of brair tumor and seem to depend 
in most cases on + destructive lesion of 
growth of the pineal body. 

It is evident that these changes are siml- 
lar to those that have been observed in af-

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; Cardiac Diseases Among Soldiers. — 


Some remarkable statistics of the preva- 
lence of heart disease among the soldiers 
engaged in the Civil War have been gath- 
ered. According to these statistics organic 
disease of the heart was rare, only 3778 
cases being registered as having been taken 
on sick report among the white troops dur- 
ing the five and onc sixth years, and no 
doubt in many of these the disability ex- 
istec _efore enlistment. The records of 
discharges, however, show that no less than 
10,636 me were lost to the service on ac- 
cour.t of heart disease. The difference be- 
tween these figures is believed to be con- 
nected in a general way with the large 
number of cases of acute rheumatism that 
were reported. One writer has shown that 
of thirty cases of organic heart disease, 
taken indiscriminately from his note-books, 
one-half were attributable to rheumatism, 
six antedated the enlistment of the men, 
four were sequent to pneumonia, one to 
measies, and two to the fatigue of hard 
marching, while in two no probable cause 
was manifested. 


A functional condition known as irritable 
heart was a recognized result of active field 
service, and among the heart affections this 
was the most notable product of the war. 
A transition from irritability to hypertrophy 
was noted. These conditions were attrib- 
uted to over action of the heart during en- 
gagements, the result of nervous excitement 
and anticipation of danger. Many cases of 
irritable heart were received into the gen- 
eral hospitals after the continued exertion, 
anxieties and excitement of the seven days’ 
fight from Richmond to Harrison’s Landing, 
Va.

Why We Eat Meat. 


Scientific research has never solved the 
problem of why we eat meat satisfactorily 
to either party, but Prof. Rubner, a German 
privy councillor, undertakes to point out 
why we eat meat—if we do —and who of us 
ought to and who ought not to. Adults, he 
says, eat meat in order to get a sufficient 
supply of nitrogen containing albumen. As 
he puts it: 3 

“Albumen has two important functions: 
material and dynamic. It is the basis of all 
the specific nutritive processes of the cells. 
If a minimum of about an ounce is not pro- 


vided the cells die. Under natural condi- 

ns it is usually only nursing infants who 
« ‘st with this low provision of albumen. 
If albumen in exces of the nitrogen 
minimum is consumed it merely yields en- 
ergy. 

“Since the child, «& growing organism, 
needs no more albumen than the minimum 
contained in milk, the balance can not be 
disturbed so long as growth is ‘continued, 
since this minimum provides for growth. In 
emergencies the organism falls back on the 
nitrogen supplied for growth, which of 
course causes a temporary checking of that 
growth. But in the adult the relation be- 
tween albumen and the organs is entirely 
different... For the adult minimum of al 
bumen is not the normal condition. The 

‘itive processes are accomplished slowiy 
and only with larger quantities of albumen. | 
Hence a loss suffered by the organs of the 
adult is replaced very slowly even in favor- 
able conditions. In daily life we must allow 
for accidental injvries to the organs and be 
eble to restore them rapidly. Hence we 


muscles. This danger, however, is not so 
great among hard-working men as among 
the inactive, apparently because the work- 
ing organ is able to utilize more fully even 
a small excess of nutriment than the passive 
organ.” 

In the tropics Prof. Rubner says heavy 
meat eating is not advisable and laborers 
there can thrive on vegetable food poor in 
nitrogen. Persons engaged in arduous brain 
work insist on the appetizing quality of 
their food, he says, because they are not 
performing muscular labor, and their appe- 
tite is frequently capricious. Physicians al- 
ways recognize meat as one of the best 
means of stimulating a jaded appetite. It 
is known also from physiological experti- 
ments that scarcely any other form of food 
acts so favorably on the processes of diges- 
tion.

Post Set by Jeff Davis. 

[New York Sun:] After investigations, 
continued at intervals for a period extend- 
ing over several] years by Dr. W. Germain 
and Joe Kirby of Sioux Falls, S. D., an iron 
post sitvated in the middle of a road east 
and south of the village c’ Rowena, east of 
Sioux Falls, has been e ome as a mark 
set by Jefferson Davis, lhter President of 
the Southern Confederacy, to designate the 
junction points of Dakota, Minnesota and 
Iowa. 

At the time of placing the historic post in 
its present position Jefferson Davis was the 
head of the Federal army in the Northwest 
and was stationed at a military post situ- 
ated on the present site of Prairie du Chien, 
Wis. This was several years before the 
commencement of the Civil War. Davis was 
directed by the War Department to estab- 
lish the boundaries of Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa and Dakota Territory. The post was 


driven into position in 1859 and has re 
mained there ever since,- the government 


boundary, so accurate was the work. 

In his report to the War Department con- 
cerning the survey Jefferson Davis wrote 
that within a radius of 100 miles of the 
point where he set the post was the richest 
soil in the world. The prediction doubtless 
looked like a wild one at the time, but the 
excellence of his judgment has been fully 
proved during the years which have rolled 
by since he penned his prediction, for t* > 


adds millions of dollars to the wealth of the 
nation in thé annual production of new 
wealth in the form of crops of all kinds, 
live stock and other industries. 

* John Powets, one of the earliest settlers 
in the region near Sioux Falls, states that 
he remembers seeing the post as far back as 
1865, but never knew until the present time 
that it was placed there by Jefferson Davis. 
No white man of that time knew anything 
concerning the iron post, and it is consid- 
ered somewhat remarkable that the Sioux 
Indians, who then roamed the prairies of 
Dakota, did not steal it for its value as old 
Dr. Germain had the mystery as to the 
post in his mind for thirty years. He com- 
menced years ago to trace its history. Every 
early settler was questioned and no possible 
clue was left uninvestigated. Even the Sioux 
Indians who in the early days made their 
home in this part of the territory were ques-

present location. Joe Kirby, who is a Sioux 
Falls attorney, later appeared on the scene 
and his penchant for investigating historical 
objects set him to work on the mystery of 
the post.

Mr. Kirby was directed to the old and musty 
records in the War Department at Washing- 
ton, and after an exhaustiye research the 
origin of the post was discovered from the 
reports made by Jefferson Davis to the War 
Department at the national capital, the old 
reports yet being in a good state of preser- 
vation.

| T WAS one of those marvelous South-
